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Utah convict, fiancee in suicide try

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Killer 


Gory Gllmoro, thwarted In his de- 
mands to die before a firing squad, 
and his fiancee, Nicole Barrett, took 
overdoses of sleeping pills Tuesday In 
an attempt to carry out a suicide 
pact. 


Gllmore, whose scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "10 to 20" Seconal ta- 
blets In his state prison celt. 


His condition deteriorated late Tues- 


day, when he was reported In "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical center with pneumonia 
In his right lung. A spokesman said 
h« was placed in an oxygen tent and 


given drugs intravenously to combat 
it. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch in her 
Springville home clutching a picture 


' of Gllmore to'her chest, was in criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamara Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
Lake City Deseret News, that she in- 
tended "to go with" Gllmore when he 
was executed. She said Gllmore asked 
her "to go with him." - 


Both Gilmore and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 


Gilmore's said: "Leave my proper- 


ty to my mother." 


Authorities said Miss Barrett left 


two'personal'letters "similar to. sui-' 
cide notes" inside sealed envelopes. 
They did not disclose their details. - 


> The double suicide attempt forced 
postponement"of Gilmore's scheduled 
Wednesday, appearance, before: the 
Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his sen- 
tence or let the execution go ahead. . 


A BOARD spokesman said the case 


probably will be considered'on Dec. 8 
— two days before, a Texas convict 
who also .wants to be, executed is 
scheduled to die in the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story In the. Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith .said Gilmore's' 
girlfriend said she and the killer 


• talked about suicide extensively and 
. that he gave her strength and helped, 
her overcome her fears of dying. 
, Miss Barrett had not paid her next 
month's rent and she had made ar- 
rangements for her children to stay 
with, their grandparents, the paper 
' said. 


In prison letters to her, Gilmore 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her to "come with him" because of 
the> youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported. , 
v ' 


"I love my children very much, but 


I know I can't give them the kind of 
life I want them to have," she told the 
reporter, who.notified police of the 
suicide threats. .

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State rejects 
Scarsdale lights 
a second time 


A special strcctlightlng system se- 


lected for the Scarsdale subdivision in 
Arlington Heights has been rejected 
by the state for a second time because 
it docs not meet Illumination stan- 
dards. 


The mercury-vapor system was re- 


quested by the Scarsdale Property 
Owners Assn. last December and lat- 
er submitted by the village for state 
approval. It was rejected by the Illi- 
nois Dcpt. of Transportation in June, 
but resubmiUcd by the village in Au- 
gust upon the recommendation of 
State Rep. Virginia B. Mocdonald, 
fl-Arllngton Heights. 


Approval from IDOT Is required be- 


fore the village can spend motor fuel 
tax funds on a lighting system replac- 
ing Scorsdale's 50-year-old lighting 
system which requires fuses that have 
become obsolete. Replacing the sys- 
tem will cost about 130,000. 


THE SYSTEM selected by Scars- 


dale homeowners calls for 176-watt 
mercury lights with post-top fixtures 
on concrete poles. The 15-foot high 
poles are to be 220 feet apart. 


The rejection letter from IDOT sug- 


gests the poles be taller and equipped 
with arms to hang the light fixtures 
over the streets and that wattage be 
increased. 


"Basically, they want higher wat- 


tage with the lights over the streets 
rather than parkways," Allen Sander, 
village engineer, said. 


A meeting with village, IDOT and 


Scarsdale officials will be scheduled 
soon to discuss changing the lighting 
system for the subdivision. 


JOHN W. CHAMBERLAIN, presi- 


dent of the Scarsdale Property Own- 
ers Assn., was unavailable Tuesday to 
comment on the state's latest rejec- 
tion of the proposed lighting plan for 
the subdivision. 


Dist. 23 to vary entrance age?

A policy that would allow Prospect 


Heights Dlst. 23 children to enter kin- 
dergarten whenever school officials 
deem them ready is being studied by 
district administrators. 


Supt. Edward Grodsky and Assist- 


ant Supt. Gerald McGovern are re- 
searching the pros and cons of a 
"flexible entrance age" policy and 
are expected to conclude their study 
In June. ,

Under present district policy, stu- 


dents must bo 5 years old on or before 
Dec. 1 of the school year they wish to 
attend kindergarten. Regardless of 
age, however, no student is required 
by state law to attend kindergarten, 
although school districts are required 
to offer kindergarten programs. 


RESEARCH INTO enrolling kinder- 


gartners on the basis of readiness 
rather than age was prompted by 
phone calls to administrators from 
parents who believe their children are 
academically, emotionally and physi- 
cally prepared to start school even 
though they are too young under the 
district's present 
policy, Grodsky 


said. 


Board Pros. Melvin Lace said he 


believes using readiness rather than 
age as an entrance criteria could be a 
"viable alternative," but .said he 
wants to be 'sure early admittance 
would be a help rather than a hin- 
drance. 


"It's a little bit harder on kids than 


a. lot of people realize," he said. "Be- 
fore we adopt such a policy we want 
to bo sure there are logical reasons 
for doing so and that it's really going 
to help children/'

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Vote on separatism still on: Quebec's Levesque 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Rene Le- 


vesque — swept to power as'premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec de- 
spite his plan for Quebec's secession 
from Canada — insisted .Tuesday, he 
would move ahead with plans for a 
referendum on separation. 


In London, however, British govern- 


ment officials said a move by Quebec 
to secede from Canada might take 


. years because it would need an act of 


the British Parliament and the pro- 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated. 


In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudeau warned that Le- 
vesque and his victorious Parti Que- 
becois had received only "a mandate 
to govern the province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada." • 
^ : 


.•STILL INCOMPLETE counting of 
the vote in Monday's 31st Quebec gen- 
.eral election, .gave .the. French-orl-. 


ented Parti Quebecois 70 seats in the 
110-seat provincial assembly. The PQ 
held only six seats after the last elec- 
tion in 1973. 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with 11 
cabinet ministers defeated, including 
Bouraesa himself. Smaller . parties 
held the remaining seats. 


Levesque, in his first policy state- 


ment since the vote, promised his par- 
ty would maintain good relations with 
the rest of Canada, but stressed it 
would be on "an equal to equal 
basis." 


i - "Quebec has turned a page of its 
history, to begin a new chapter," he 
said. 


THE 54-YEAR-OLD former journal- 


ist said he hoped to find "a new type 
of partnership— better than the one 
we had." 


"We hope to have fresh and good 


relations with everyone," he said, 
"especially with our Canadian fellow 
citizens." - 


But he said any changes under the 


PQ government would be carried out 
with "a sense of perspective." 


-. As for separation, Levesque reite- 
rated his party's commitment to that 
goal, adding: "But this country of 
Quebec will only come when an adult 
society, confident of itself, will have 
approved it with .clear and democratic 
majority in a referendum, as we have 
promised." 


IN LONDON, British officials noted 


that Canada's constitution is ensh- 
rined in the British North America 
Act, passed by the British Parliament 
in 1867, which created the Dominion 
, of Canada. They said it almost cer- 
tainly would take another act of par- 


liament to change it and would re- 
quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. 


Levesque soft-pedalled the'separa- 


tism issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a ref- 
erendum within two years before act- 
ing • to separate.'A former war corre- 
spondent, he waged much of his cam- 
paign against what he termed Bou- 
rassa's mismanagement of the econo- 
my, plagued by strikes and more than 
10 per cent unemployment. - 


But his voctory also was aided by 


the Liberals' loss of their traditional 
support among English-speaking and 
ethnic voters who vowed revenge on 
B o u r a s s a for policies promoting 
French in work and education. Their 
vote was influential in 30 con* 
stituencies.'

Wyeth Chandler revealed he had or- 
dered the destruction of his police de- 
partment's domestic intelligence files, 
some dating back to 1965. 


Police Chief W. 0. Crumby said 


they Included groups and individuals 
considered threats to government offi- 
cials and they would have covered 
some Investigative work dealing with 
the King assassination. It was not 
known whether this was the destruc- 
tion Ozer mentioned.

Annoying jobless rate doesn't phase unemployed

There was little surprise or obvious 


outrage among tho unemployed Tues- 
day following President-elect Jimmy 
Carter's prediction that the nation's 
Jobless rate will stay at S to 7 per cent 
In the next four years. The current 
rate Is 7.0 per cent. 


Several persons waiting for benefits 


In the Illinois Bureau of Employment 
Security's Mount Prospect office said 
they were not particularly startled 
t h a t the unemployment problem 
apparently Is going to stay around for 


awhile. 


"There's always going to be some 


people unemployed just In transition 
between jobs. Sometimes I wonder 
how they arrive at the percentages," 
said Rob Chapman, Wheeling. 


CHAPMAN SAID he voted for Carter 
because " I was hoping for a change 


and to get that I felt we had to get 
Ford out of there." And he sold he 
does not really blame Carter for ac- 
knowledging that It may take four 
years to bring unemployment down to 
4 or 4.5 per cent 


"There Is always the possibility that 


he's playing U safe by not promising 
things he can't fulfill," Chapman said. 
"Maybe he's just being realistic." 


Larry Llchter, Arlington Heights, 


said he remembers Carter's promises 
to do something about jobs. 
" "He ought to do what he can for all 
the people," Llchter said. 


"There's a lot of jobs, but not good 


jobs. I'm on a waiting list in Chicago 
to be a cop and going to school in law 
enforcement. After I make that, 
unemployment won't matter. I'll be 


working for the government." 


PAT SCHAEFER. Des 
Plaines, 


said that more and better jobs are not 
just the federal government's respon- 
sibility. "It's a 50-50 split between 
government and private business," 
she said. ' 


Schaefer said that she was not 


surprsled by Carter's comment. 


"I wasn't a supporter of him any- 


way," she said. 


"Unemployment can partly be the 


government's responsibility, depend- 
ing on the circumstances. But a lot of 


it has to do with the Individual. Some 
people just don't want to work. 


"Personally, I just don't think It's 


all that hard to find a job. But I can't 
say that's the case for everyone." 


Nationwide, unemployment Is now 


close to B per cent. 


IN HIS MONDAY press conference 


Carter said he thought that figure 
could be reduced to 4 or 4.5 per cent 
but "over a fairly long period of time, 
perhaps two, three or four years." 


When he was asked whether that 


meant the jobless rate would probably 


stay at betwen 5 and 7 per cent until 
1980, Carter answered, "I guess that 
would be a likely prospect." 


One woman In the Mount Prospect 


office said that she didn't care wheth- 
er she was part of Carter's 7 per cent 
or 4 per cent. She only knew that she 
did not have a job. 


"Up until last week I was working 


and I really didn't pay any attention 
to unemployment. Now I have my own 
problems .and can't really worry 
about what Carter might say," she 
said.

Metropolitan briefs 
$700,000 budgeted 
for MSD penalties 


The Chicago Metropolitan Sanitary District has budgeted 


1700,000 for penalties It may have to pay the Ingram Barge Co. in 
liquidating its controversial sludgo hauling contract. But, an offi- 
cial sold Tuesday, the 1700,000 is "the most pessimistic figure." 
"We believe the actual figure will be smaller or (there will be) 
even no payment," sold Raymond Rlmkus, chief of maintenance 
and operations for the sanitary district. 


Rlmkus said $700,000 was tho largest amount "that might be 


designated as liquidated damages against the sanitary district" In 
winding up Its contract with Ingram. The district's multi-million 
dollar contract with Ingram to haul sludge — treated sewage — to 
Fulton County In central Illinois has spawned federal Indlcments 
fegaliut eight persons on charges of paying and accepting kick- 
backs. The contract expires next year. 


Rlmkus said the budget also calculated shipping charges "at the 


most pessimistic rate" since a rate increase is under consideration 
by the Illinois Commerce Commission. "We fully expect the ICC 
will not approve such a rote." Ingram is an affiliate of the Ingram 
Corp., with headquarters in Now Orleans and Nashville, Tenn. 
Two top Ingram officials are among the eight facing federal In- 
dictments.

However, the attor- 
ney for the Evanston resident, John T. Allen Jr., who originally 
filed tho suit ngolnct the rule change, said Tuesday he plans no 
further action in the case. The six suburban commissioners joined 
tho coso after It was filed by Allen.

The study,, presented at a news confer- 
ence, laid while police salaries have risen 30.9 per cent since 1071, 
(he cost of living has jumped 34.8 per cent, reducing a policeman's 
purchasing power by nearly $2,000. The United Paperworkera In- 
ternational Union sponsored the news conference to say proposed 
pay raises announced by Mayor Richard J: Daley In his budget 
Monday would still leave policemen behind 1071 levels. 


2 Rhodesians demand end to talks 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) - 


The 
black nationalist "Patriotic 


Front" called Tuesday for an end to 
the Rhodesia peace conference, dead- 
locked on demands to set a date for 
black-rule Independence In the former 
British colony. 


Conference chairman Ivor Richard 


said the demands for deadlines by 
Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe 
were "unreasonable." Dropping the 
independence date issue, he resumed 
behind-the-scenes talks with other 
delegates on the mixed race Interim 
government that will run Rhodesia 
during the transition to majority rule. 


Nkomo and Mugabe "totally re- 


jected" Richard's efforts at com- 


promise during the conference's 12- 
mlnute general session, and they 
charged Britain had acted in bad 
faith. 


"IT HAS BECOME obvious to us 


that the British government has no in- 
tention to transfer power to the true 
representatives of the people of Aim- 
babwe (Rhodesia)," they said in a 
joint statement 


"There has to be a definite and 


celling data for independence ... To 
enusre that this date cannot be sabo- 
taged we call on the chairman to fix 
here and now a deadline for the con- 
cluson of this conference." 


Nkomo and Mugabe sidestepped 


questions whether they would walk out 
of the confernce If their demands are 


ignored. 


"There Is no question of anybody 


leaving," Richard commented, but he 
has said the talks could continue If the 
two nationalists leave. 


In Rhodesia, meantime, a commu- 


nique reported 29 black guerrillas 
killed In the past 24 hours, bringing to 
140 the number killed In the past two 
weeks — the highest death toll since 
the border war began nearly four 
years ago. 


Beirut streets returned to normal 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian 


soldiers, the first occupation force In 
Beirut since U.S. Marines stormed 
ashore 18 years ago, Tuesday occu- 
pied radio and television stations, gov- 
ernment ministries and utility offices 
In a sweep through the war-ravaged 
capital to restore order. 


Tho Syrian 
forces set up 52 


checkpoints around the capital and 
formed an antikidnaplng squad to 
smash the reign of terror that has 
ruled the streets of Beirut for 19 
months of Christian-Moslem civil war. 


All members of the police forces 


and government administrations were 
ordered to report to work by Nov. 26. 


The deadly sounds of war which re- 


verberated through the capital for 681 
days were replaced by the cacophony 
of life-car horns, the cry of street ven- 
dors, people talking. 


T h o u s a n d s of Beirut residents 


swarmed Hamra Street, the once 
fashionble main artery of what was 
once known as the Paris of the Middle 
East, exulted in the silence of guns. 
Fruit sellers set up stalls and cars 
choked the street now pockmarked 
with mortar and shell holes. 


The Syrian forces, aided by a small 


contigent of other Arab troops under 
the aegda of the Arab League, 
marched into Beirut Monday to sepa- 
rate the waning factions.

The Northwest suburbs should know by Christmas If they will 


get the Lake Michigan water allocations they have requested. 
Each of the 106 applicants for lake water will be notified, said Leo 
Elsel, director of the Illinois Dept. of Transportation's Division of 
Water Resources. He said, however, requests are greater than the 
amount of water available to Illinois municipalities, and he antici- 
pates lawsuits to be filed by applicants who are denied a lake 
water allocation. "I assume we will be sued. We have applications 
for more than 4,000 cubic feel per second of water and can only 
allocate 3,200 cubic feet per second. Obviously, somebody is not 
going to be happy," Else! said. Two Northwest suburban groups, 
DAMP and SHARE -f 3, have applied for lake water allocations. 


Former Rep. Peskin disbarred

The bribes were offered 
to influence zoning changes for Kaufman and Broad's Harrington 
Square development. The six village officials were convicted in 
1073 and have served prison sentences or have been paroled. PCS- 
kin, 54, served In the Illinois General Assembly from 1958 to 1066.

Doctor studies 
fingerprint clue 
to heart ailment 
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Ran Diego 
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MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - Fin- 


gerprlnls may provide a clue to a 
common heart condition that can 
cause chest pain and irregular heart 
beats, a New York cardiologist sold 
Tuesday. 


Dr. Mark H. Swartz of Mount Sinai 


Hospital said the finding may help 
doctors spot persons with the prob- 
lem, called mitral valve prolapse, in 
which a heart valve fails to close 
properly. This allows blood to flow in 
the wrong direction. 


Swartz told an American Heart As- 


sociation meeting that he and his as- 
sociatcs found some persons with Die 
valve defect hud abnormally high 
numbers of arching patterns in their 
fingerprints. An arch is mode up of 
gently curving ridges from one side of. 
the finger to the other without the 
much more common looping or whorl- 
ing patterns. 


S W A R T Z AND HIS associates 


thought of looking at fingerprints to 
see if there was an association with 
the valve problem because there was 
speculation that the defect Is inher- 
ited. 


The heart is formed during the third 


and eighth weeks of pregnancy and 
fingerprint patterns are initiated dur- 
ing the sixth week. Other heart irreg- 
ularities and other 'diseases also 
have been linked to fingerprints. 


Because of his finding, Swartz said 


some genetic or environmental factor 
may causa the problem, interfering 


with the orderly fetal development of 
the mitral valve at the same time it is 
interfering with fingerprint patterns. 


SWART/. SAID the mitral valve 


prolapse may exist in as high as 6 to 
10 per cent of the general population. 
He said the condition is more common 
in women, including many in their 
20s. Its symptoms include chest pain, 
irregular heart rhythms, light head- 
edness and fainting. 


The condition was detected in 1887, 


but was not studied deeply by doctors 
until about 10 years ago. Before that, 
Swartz said doctors often missed the 
condition or diagnosed It as something 
else. 


Swartz said tho condition Is difficult 


to treat although drugs do relieve the 
symptoms to some extent.

WASHINGTON (DPI) - Prwldaat 


Ford got down to work Tuesday, his 
first full day back after a long golfing 
vacation, meeting with economic ad- 
visers aad planning to do "a lot of 
looking and listening" before making 
any definite plans for the future. 


The long meeting with his top eco- 


nomic aides concerned the new feder- 
al budget Ford must present to Con- 
gress Just before leaving office. 


White House sources have said In re- 


cent days that Ford would leave 
Washington quickly after the Jan. 20 
inauguration of Jimmy Carter and 
that he is almost certain to live in 


Palm Springs, Calif., where he spent 
eight days playing golf and relaxing 
in seclusion. 


BUT WHITE HOUSE Pres Sec. Ron 


Nessen said be talked to Ford about, 
his plans Tuesday morning, that Ford 
told him he has not made up his mind 
and that he is focusing for now on his 
"prime responsibility" for leading the 
country. 


"The President has made no firm 


decisions on his future plans, eiUier in 
terms of where he will live or what he 
will do," Nessen said. "He Is going to 
do what he describes as a lot of look- 


ing and listening. When he has made 
his decisions, they will be announced. 


"He doesn't feel that there's any 


hurry. He's not rushing to make these 
decisions. He believes that he has a 
prime responsibility between now and 
January 20th to be the President of 
the United States and that's the way 
he will function." 


Nessen said Ford and Carter will 


meet "early next week" at the White 
House to discuss the presidential tran- 
sition. General arrangements were 
made Monday In "a cordial, business- 
like" telephone conversation between 


the two men, Nessen said, but "de- 
tails are still being worked out." 


Although Nessen was vague on 


Ford's long-range personal plans, he 
said the President would spend the 
weekend as Nelson Rockefeller's 
guest at the vice president's Pocan- 
tico Hills estate In Tarrytown, N.Y. 


Ford, accompanied by his wife Bet- 


ty, will join the Rockefellers for din- 
ner Saturday and church services 
Sunday morning before attending a 
private ceremony to dedicate the es- 
tate to the National Park Service as a 
national historic monument, Nessen 
said.

'Re-education' continues in Vietnam

HO CHI.MINH CITY - (LENS) - 


Eighteen months after the fall of Sai- 
gon, information about 'what hap- 
pened, and is happening, to the one 
million members of South Vietnam's 
army is beginning to reach the out- 
side world. 


Immediately after the surrender, all 


military men were ordered to report 
for "re-education." Most of them did, 
and most of the ordinary soldiers 
completed their course in no more 
than a week. Non-commissioned offi- 
cers were worked on longer: between 
one month and a year. All of these 
have now been released except for a 
few "special cases." 


The 40,000 officers, including doc- 


tors, are in for three years; "in- 
corrigible" cases will stay longer. 


THE OFFICERS are held in two 


types of camps. Most are living under 
conditions that can be survived by 
those in good physical condition, but 
which have proved fatal to others. 
The routine is dawn-to-dark: about 
half hard labor and half "political 
education." 


The worst feature is the diet. The 


prisoners get about 200 grams of rice 


a day, whereas 800 grams is consid- 
ered the minimum for someone doing 
manual labor. Some prisoners are 
allowed to grow their own vegetables, 
which helps a bit. 


Medical services are almost non-ex- 


istent. Some weeks ago, inmates were 
told they must learn a trade; they are 
now allowed occasional visits from 
relatives. 


A SMALLER number of officers are 


held in tough "security camps" wbere 
conditions are apparently designed to 
break them. Few have escaped, and 
no mail is allowed in or out. But one 
Vietnamese who had a brief glimpse 
inside reported that the inmates were 
"no longer recognizable because of 
the brutal treatment they are receiv- 
ing." 


If or when they are eventually re- 


leased, most of the officers will prob- 
ably be treated much as the lower 
ranks were: if they have relatives in 
the country, they can go and live with 
them. 


If not, they will probably be as- 


signed to one of the new "economic 
zones" being created in the coun- 
tryside whose main purpose is to re- 
lieve unemployment in Ho Chi Minh 
City (Saigon) and, at the same time, 


increase agricultural production. The 
target is to cut in half the city's popu- 
lation from last year's total of nearly 
3 million. 


LIFE IN THE economic zones 


r<eems to be better than hi the re-edu- 
cation camps, but not very much. 
Apart from the breaking of new land, 
settlers have to put up their own shel- 
ters. Only a few rudimentary tools 
are available, and medical services 
are about as inadequate as for the 
prisoners. 


Apart from the former officers, an 


unknown number of ex-civil servants 
and local officials are being "re-edu- 
cated" for the basic three-year peri- 
od. Nobody knows whether all the 
prisoners will have to serve the entire 
three years. There has as yet been no 
trickle of releases to indicate other- 
wise. 


But it seems likely that the more 


useful prisoners, particularly doctors 
and skilled technicians, may be fil- 
tered out after a few more months. If 
the government does insist on the full 
three years, and under the present 
conditions, many of the prisoners — 
there may be 100,000 in all — will not 
live through it.

Carter's energy plans 


Conserve more, use less atomic power

WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a Jim- 


my Carter administration, "you are 
going to hear a lot more energy con- 
servation talk," nuclear energy will 
go slowly, and there will be a push for 
an energy superagency. 


Those assessments of energy policy 


under Carter come from his own posi- 
tion papers, from interest groups that 
watched his campaign, and from the 
main congressional staff members 
dealing with energy. 


Carter will be much more tolerant 


of federal controls than the free-enter- 
prise and somewhat cautious Ford ad- 
' ministration, they say. 


Carter said in his energy policy 


statement, "I would'exercise the fed- 
eral government's obligation to pro- 
tect the nation against an oil embargo 
and to negotiate on behalf of the con- 
sumer to keep Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries prices un- 
der reasonable control. The present 


• practice of leaving the consumers' 


fate in the hands of the big oil 
companies and the OPEC cartel will 
be stopped." 


AT THE SAME time, Carter has a 


fetish for streamlining, for cutting the 
number of offices- involved. He has 
said there is one thing people wonder 
first of all: "How — or even whether 
— we can make our government work 
again." 


He said he wants to reflect that con- 


cern in his energy policy by "straight- 
ening out the bureaucratic jumble in 
Washington." 


He proposed a Cabinet-level depart- 


ment over all present offices that 
"perform the energy functions of pol- 
icy and analysis, conservation, re- 
search and development, data collec- 
tion and economic regulation of oil, 
gas, utilities and pipelines." 


That sort of talk may* hit some 


nerves on Capitol Hill, where some 
committee chairmen could be reluc- 
tant to give up their'role In energy 
legislation.

Carter suggests an agency made up 


of many of the functions of the Feder- 
al Power Commission, the Federal 
JEnergy Administration, and Energy 
Research and Development Adminis- 
tration, plus some of the functions of 


the departments of Commerce, Interi- 
or and others. 


FORD AND EVEN many Demo- 


crats in Congress were reluctant to 
preach conservation too strongly, for 
fear of hurting the economy. Carter 
pledges himself to "an all-out, com- 
prehensive energy conservation pro- 
gram," with efficiency standards, In- 
centives for saving, intense research- 
for more energy-efficient technology, 
and "conservation pricing of energy." 


"You are going to hear a lot more 


energy conservation talk," a Senate 
staff worker said. "Carter will push 
the Idea that we can reduce our ener- 
gy consumption without hurting our 
standard of living." 


Carter, who is schooled in nuclear 


technology, told the North Carolina 
chapter of the Interest group Common 


Cause, "With proper national plan- 
ning, energy conservation can be in- 
creased and we can keep our depend- 
ence on nuclear energy to an absolute 
minimum." 


That is a sharp contrast with the 


Republican emphasis, which started 
with Richard Nixon, on the "breeder" 
nuclear reactor that creates fuel in 
one form while using it in another. 


"OUR GOVERNMENT has as its 


number one energy priority the proli- 
feration of nuclear power plants at 
home and around the world that are 
increasing the danger of nuclear 
war," Carter said in one position pa- 
per. He said he would emphasize in- 
stead the production of coal, "our 
most abundant fuel," with a "clean- 
coal program" seeking ways to burn 
coal that do not pollute.

Deere machinists 
go out on strike 


United Auto Workers members comprising most of the 4,600 


employes at Deero and Company's Harvester Works In East- Mo- 
line. III. were directed Tuesday to observe picket lines put up by 
100 members of the International Assn. of Machinists. 


Members of machinists Local 1101 walked off their jobs at Deere 


and Co. Harvester Works at midnight Monday after rejecting a 
contract offer and most production workers on the day shift re- 
fused to cross their picket line. About 100 members of the Inter- 
national Assn. of Machinists struck the farm Implement manufac- 
turer's plant. A union spokesman said most of the 2,000-member 
United Auto Workers Local 885 observed the picket lines for the 
morning shift. The plant employs about 4,600 UAW members, who 
recently reached agreement on a new contract after a 39-day 
strike. 


UAW, GM pact talks progress

lowering individual risk levels, thus 
rendering them less susceptible to the 
diseases. 


And preliminary statistics indicate 


that individuals at lower risk are 
more productive at work, experience 
a lower rate of absenteeism and have 
a higher level of job satisfaction. 
That, to employers, translates into 
dollars saved. Less sick pay benefits, 
lower turnover and greater efficiency ' 
can mean a healthier bottom line.

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Lillian Hayward 
A front-runner for peace 


by ELEANOH HIVES 


Lillian Hayward of Prospect Heights 


Is a woman who speaks her mind. 


She speaks It In petitions, leaflets, 


monthly bulletins and on signs — big 
signs — that she carries above her 
head on tho busiest street in Chicago. 


She tells you how she feels about 


poisoning of tho atmosphere, about 
war, about refusing amnesty to draft 
resistors, about the manufacture of 
nuclear bombs. 


Fifteen years ago, in 1961, when 


Russia decided to break the morato- 
rium on nuclear testing In the atmos- 
phere and the United States threat- 
ened to follow suit, it set off a chain 
reaction of female fury that singed 
telephone wires across the nation. 


WOMEN CAME out of kitchens, of- 


flees, work places by the thousands, 
all across the country, to protest the 
poisoning of the atmosphere — women 
concerned for tho safety of their chil- 
dren. In Chicago, armed with signs 
and leaflets, a contingent marched In 
front of the Federal Building. Lillian 
marched with them. 


It was Uio birth of a nationwide 


movement, a movement known as 
"Women Strike for Pence," now 
shortened to Women for Peace 
(WFP). 


"We worked so hard to get tho Test 


Ban Treaty through," said Lillian. 
"Wo petitioned Congress, wo mot with 
scientists, wo had open meetings. We 
were terribly concerned about such 
dangers as strontium 00 in our chil- 
dren's milk." 


ONCE THE treaty was passed, the 


women breathed a sigh of relief. Until 
the U.S. entered the Vietnam war. 
Then began a faithful vigil on State 
Street every Saturday from 11 a.m. to 
1 — housewives and mothers petition- 
ing for signatures, passing out liter- 
ature, carrying their placards week 
after week, rain or shine. 


From 106S to 1973, they protested 


the slaughter of young men and wom- 
en and urged tho U.S. to get out of the 
war. They educated themselves so 
they could discuss the problems in- 
telligently. 


"Napalm brought more women into 


our movement than anything else," 
said Mrs. Hayward. "One woman held 
up pictures of children being burned 
by napalm — their shoulders and 
head. People were horrified." 


WFP ALSO offered draft counseling 


to young men. "Wo are for complete 
and unconditional amnesty," she said. 


"Not only for young men but for civil- 
ians as well, people like Jane Kenne- 
dy who tried to wake the people as to 
what was going on." 


Lillian participated, sometimes with 


one or more of her three sons, some- 
times alone, in the Washington, D.C., 
death marches. "I was there with a 
half million others!" she sold. "We 
marched around tho capltol, each car- 
rying d sign .with the name of a dead 
soldier. When we reached the White 
House — whore Nixon was inside 
watching a football game — we 
shouted out the name. At the end of 
the march, to tho accompaniment of a 
dnim roll, we dropped the name in a 
coffin." 


L I L L I A N MOVED to Prospect 


Heights from Des Plalnos in 1070. 
When she became vocal against war, 
she found a good triany women who 
agreed with her. They began to hold 
meetings in each others' homes, to 
show films and hold discussions. They 
tape-recorded 
individual 
messages 


and sent them to Washington. 


In 1073, at the close of the Vietnam 


war, the State Street vigils ended. 
Just lost month, they resumed. 


» 


"Stop the arms race — save the hu- 


man race!" Is the cry of WFP today, 
as stated on the monthly bulletin 
which Lillian edited for eight years 
and now co-edits with two other wom- 
en. 


"We are for a completely disarmed 


world," she sold. "We believe that no 
power, or group of powers, should 
hold the power of life or death over 
any peoples. 


"ALL THIS talk about nuclear de- 


terrents! What Is a nuclear deterrent? 
Is It one bomb? Two bombs —'100 
bombs? The U.S. has about 30,000 nu- 
clear bombs now and continues to 
manufacture them at the rate of three 
a day." 


She continued, "There is no such 


thing as a limited nuclear war. From 
the point of view of sophisticated 
weaponry, nuclear bombs are cheap. 
How much of our energy Is being ex- 
pended in the manufacture of useless 
weapons? The world is on a collision 
course to insanity!" 


Complete disarmament? Where do- 


you start? 


"With your own country," sold Lil- 


lian. "We must stop making weapons, 
wo must stop selling weapons. We 
must spend more of our money for hu-

Whether your husband was negligent or didn't want you to know, 


one thing is certain: he didn't carry his secret to his grave for- 
ever. You may contact the Illinois Safe Deposit Assn. (Chicago) 
for information regarding how to find your husband's safety depos- 
it box. This company ,sends tracers to banking organizations in 
order to pass the information on to Inquirers. 


HOWEVER, there are certain prerequisites. The inmiirer must 


have a death certificate, must have proof of relationship and also 
must provide an affidavit which would appoint the company to 
represent the estate. 


The company sends tracers to areas within Cook and several 


other adjoining counties and major cities of certain areas of the 
state. All the details will be given you upon request. 


If you need to be convinced that husbands aren't unique in not 


trusting spouses when money is involved, read on:

Hypnosis may help, but it won't cure you. The people who are 


cured of smoking from hypnosis are ones who really want to quit 
— not those who just think they want to quit. Motivation is every- 
thing. 


Hypnosis may help a person cut down on smoking, but too often 


the person who seeks help really does so to please his mate or for 
some similar reason and deep down really doesn't want to stop the 
habit In these circumstances the effort is usually wasted. 


I think If you understand that you have to provide the will power 


and realize that hypnosis is only a help and you have to do the 
rest, It might be helpful to you. 


Another solution that helps some people is to get away from 


their everyday environment that is associated with smoking. A 
vacation with your husband with an agreement that neither will 
smoke is a good idea.

I would like to know what causes gallstones and why we have to 


have our gall bladder taken out. Whit are gallstones really made 
olT 


Gallstones come in different varieties. Some are made mostly of 


the bile pigments and are hard stones that one can see on a 
routine xray of the abdomen. Others are,made of cholesterol, 
which Is concentrated in the bit*. Still others are a mixture of 
cholesterol and pigment with other chemicals. 


Gallstones are most likely to form when the gall bladder has 


become inflamed. It can get inflamed Just as your appendix can. 
They also tend to form when there is an abnormal ratio of bile 
pigments, cholesterol and substances that help to maintain solubil- 
ity of these in the bile. The material settles out and forms small 
grains which grow to larger stones. 


The gall bladder Is usually removed when stones are present 


because of the very present danger of an acutely inflamed gall 
bladder which can rupture and lead to serious complications, or 
because the small stones may lodge in the bile ducts and obstruct 
the liver. There is also a higher incidence of cancer of the gall 
bladder In patients with stones. 


The decision whether to take a gall bladder out or leave it in is 


often based upon the age and medical condition of the patient in 
relation to these dangers.

we've ever run into. It was round and covered with powdered 
sugar. I was told it was a Mexican Wedding cookie. Have jrpu ever

What an ideal time for this to come up. The Mexican Wedding 


cookie Is one of the best and it's wonderful for the holiday period. 
What's more, It's easy to make. Cream one cup margarine with 
one-half cup confectioners' sugar. Then blend in one-half teaspoon 
vanilla, one and three-fourth cups sifted flour and one-half cup 
ground pecans. Chill. Then take out pieces of the dough and roll 
Into balls about the slxe of a walnut —-or mold into fingers — and 
bake on an ungreased cookie sheet for about 15 minutes at 350 
degrees, or until golden brown. When slightly cool, roll In pov- 
dered sugar. 


Dear Dorothy: This is bound to happen to others and they might 


want to keep It in mind. After guests left the other evening, I 
spotted a small area on our wool carpet where a partly-smoked- 
cigarette had fallen. Promptly dabbed it with household ammonia. 
The scorch disappeared with no trace of color damage to the 
carpet.—Mildred Pope 


Dear Dorothy: I wouldn't advise readers to use paper ashes on 


their plants and gardens. My experience has been that using ashes 
from recycled paper killed everything.

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Private industry pays ex-goyernment employes big 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - High-level 


government employes are rewarded 
handsomely for public service when 
they return to private Industry, earn- 
Ing 72 to 100 per cent more than be- 
fore, the federal pay commission was 
told Tuesday. 


For example, Arnold Weber told the 


panel: "Being a former congressman 
means something In the market- 
place." 


He said a survey showed congress- 


men realized a 100 per cent increase 
over their pre-government salaries 
when they left Capitol H1U. 


WEBER. A PROVOST with Car- 


negie-Mellon University and a former 
assistant <Labor Dept. secretary, dis- 


cussed the topic as the Commission on 
Executive, Legislative and Judicial 
Salaries weighed what size increases 
to recommend next week for high-lev- 
el government officials. 


Commission chairman Peter G. Pe- 


terson said the benefit of government 
service In later salaries would be one 
of several factors in determining the 
amount of Increase. The hike, accord- 
Ing to the range of proposals pre- 
sented to the panel so far, may cost 
the government anywhere from $25 
million to $130 million. 


Weber said a survey by his staff 


showed top federal employes are re- 
warded handsomely for their govern- 
ment service. 


"There is a positive relationship be- 


tween the time spent in government 
and the earnings after they come 
out," he said. 


THE SURVEY SHOWED that exec- 


utive branch officials reentering the 
private sector after an average five 


, years of federal service received sala- 
ries averaging 72 per cent above what 
they made just before entering gov- 
ernment, Weber said. 


The increase was even higher for 


members of Congress, he said. They 
realized a 100 per cent increase over 
their pre-government salaries, but the 
size of the jump apparently dimin- 
ished with time. 


He said the longer the time elapsed 


since a congressman served in Wash- 
ington, the less the experience seems 
to mean in the business marketplace. 


Only 11 federal judges who left the 


bench were interviewed, but the sur- 
vey of their experiences showed judg- 
es realized a salary increase between 
72 and 100 per cent, Weber said. 


The commission's recommendation 


may be altered by the president in 
submitting his budget, and It auto- 
matically becomes law unless Con- 
gress rejects or modifies it within 30 
days. 


Uganda used good sense 
at Entebbe raid: report 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - A spe- 


cial board of Inquiry Into the Israeli 
raid on Entebbe airport which res- 
cued more than 100 hijack hostages 
reported Tuesday that Ugandan 
troops could have shot down the Is- 
raeli planes but did not do so on hu- 
manitarian grounds. 


A report Issued by military commis- 


sion Investigating tho July 4 raid, in 
which Israeli commandoes landed at 
the airport, killed the hijackers and 
rescued the hostages In 00 minutes, 
also absolved Uganda of the death of 
one of the hostages, Dora Bloch, who 
disappeared inside tho country after 
the raid. 


The report to Pro. Id! Arnin fur- 


ther found no complicity between 
Uganda and the pro-Palestinian guer- 
rillas who hijacked an Air France air- 
bus to Entebbe and" held the more 
than 100 passengers hostage, as Israel 
had claimed. 


The report also sold Amln had since 


persuaded the Palestinians not to car- 
ry out any further hijackings in 
Africa.

Oceans, seas of the world 
differ 


Andy sendt (he Encyclopaedia Britannlca'i 1976 


Yearbook of Science and the Future to Mark Choale, 
9. of Dei Molnei, Iowa, for his question: 
WHAT IS TUB DIFFEHENCE BETWEEN A SEA 
AND AN OCEAN? 


An ocean Is a major body of water. The word 


"ocean" Is Included In the names of only five bodies 
of water In the world — Atlantic, Pacific, Indian, 
Arctic and Antarctic. These are the earth's major 
bodies of salt water which extend between the conti- 
nents. 


A aaa. on the other hand, is smaller than an ocean, 


but since it adjoins an ocean, or may be within an 
ocean, the confusion is only natural. A sea can have 
rather indefinite borders, such as the Caribbean Sea, 
the Barents Sea and the Philippine Sea. Or it can be 
strictly defined, such as the Red Sea or the Black 
Sea. 


Of the five oceans, the Pacific is by far the larg- 


est, covering about M million square miles. Also the 
deepest ocean, Its average depth Is about 13,000 feet, 
and Its greatest known depth is 37,782 feet. About 
half the site of the Pacific, the Atlantic Ocean ex- 
tends from the Arctic to the Antarctic regions, and 
from Europe and Africa on the cast, to the Americas 
on the west. 


The Indian Ocean, the third largest, lies south of 


the equator and forms two large indentations in the 
southern coast of Asia — the Arabian Sea and the 
Bay of Bengal. The Antarctic Ocean, which some 
geographers consider merely part of the southern 
regions of the Atlantic, Indian and Pacific oceans, 
varies in width from 700 miles to 2,400 miles. 


The smallest ocean, the Arctic, encircles the North

Pole and, is about a tenth the area of the Pacific. 
Many geographers consider the Arctic a part of the 
Atlantic rather than a separate body of water. 


The five oceans cover about 70 per cent of the 


earth's surface. When we include the seas, this be- 
comes almost three quarters of 75 per cent. The 
largest sea Is the 1,145,100-square-mlle Mediterra- 
nean, which is nearly landlocked between Europe, 
Asia and Africa. Connected in the west to the Atlan- 
tic Ocean by the narrow Strait of Gibraltar, its east- 
ern outlet, to the Red Sea, is by way of the Suez 
Canal. 


One of the largest, most beautiful seas In the world 


Is the Caribbean. An extension of the Atlantic Ocean, 
it covers 750,000 square miles and is bounded by the 
coasts of Central and South America and the major 
islands of the West Indies. Named for the Cnrib In- 
dians, who once lived on the smaller islands, the sea 
is famous for its blue crystal-clear water.

Five- 


year-old Jamie Thomas was buried 
Tuesday clutching two stuffed UgerB 
— one for himself and one for his hos- 
pital playmate he hoped to meet in 
heaven. 


Jamie, the oldest of three children 


in his home in this north Texas city, 
died Saturday of leukemia. 


"We told him that when he died 


there would be no pain, no harm, no 
hurt and that he could play all the 
time," his mother said. 


HE WAS BURIED Tuesday follow- 


ing a brief service attended by two 
dozen relatives and their friends. 


His stepfather, mechanic Harold 


Karr, and his mother, a part-time cos- 
metics saleswoman, told Jamie he 
was going to die and let him pick out 
the headstone decorating his grave in 
Akers Cemetery. 


"He told us he was scared, but we 


tried to make him look forward to it 
(his death); to make it as rosy as pos- 
sible," Karr said. 


The child had been in almost con-. 


slant pain just before he died and had 
to be kept drugged. 


JAMIE ASKED to oe buned wlin 


his favorite toy — a stuffed tiger ht 
called "Tigger." He asked for a sec- 
ond stuffed animal tn take to his 
friend, Ronnie, who died of leukemia 
two weeks ago. 


The Karrs and two female friends, 


accompanied by another friend on an 
accoustic guitar, sang a final eulogy 
to Jamie — an untitled song com- 
posed by Karr: 


"Most fathers want their sons to 


grow up to be doctors, laywers and 
the like; 


"I just want my son to grow up to 


ride a bike... 


"The doctors have raid they may 


find a cure tomorrow, 


"But if our son dies today will that 


help our sorrow?" 


The Karrs have received $14 in do- 


nations toward the $1,000 in unpaid 
medical bills amd burial expenses.

Although some announcement 


on the Sox managerial situation 
was considered long overdue, the 
appointment of Lemon still came 
as a surprise, thanks to the cloak 
and dagger tactics of Veeck, who 
made the announcement from Illi- 
nois Masonic Hospital where he'll 
undergo surgery Thursday morn- 
Ing. 


"LEMON DID an extremely 


creditable job with the Yankees, 
and I feel he'll prove to be the 
manager we need," said Veeck. 
"I feel we are fortunate to have 
him as manager." 


Lemon said he was first con- 


tacted by the Sox a week ago 
through club vice-president, Ro- 
land Heraond. Monday night, 
Lemon quietly arrived in Chicago 
to close the deal with Veeck. 


"The way I got up here to see 


Veeck reminded me of when I 
was a player and would sneak and 
hide from Lou Boudreau," said 
Lemon, who was'seven times a 20- 
game winner with the Indians in 
the late 1940's and SO's. . 


The naming of Lemon as man- 


ager brought reserved comment

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The Baron: a special kind of sports hero 


One of my ill-time tennis, or, even, 


sportt Idols died in a car crash the 
other day. 


It wasn't Baron Gottfrield von 


Cramm'i game I admitted. It was his 
title. I mean, I Just love the idea of a 
real, live, legit Baron being a tennis 
player. And a world class one, at that. 
I mean, a Baron! 


I SUPPOSE everybody has his fa-' 


vorite tennis player. Some people held 
out for Big Bill TUden, ploying in 
those long pants. Others liked Helen 
Wills Moody and that copy reader's 
eye shade. Don Budge hod his follow- 
ers. Later, Pancho Conzales, Jack 
Kramer, Arthur Ashe and Rod Laver 
came along. 


But me, I had a Baron! I didn't hold 


with those people who rejoiced when 
the son of a railroad engineer, or the 
daughter of a Janitor, or an Austra- 
lian sheepherder took over the game. 
I mean, heck! I knew lots of sons of 
locomotive engineers. Where I came 
from they were the upper class. I 
knew lots of daughters of Janitors. In 
fact, I don't know how I missed mar- 
rying one. Australian sneepherders 
didn't impress me all that much. .

But, Barons! I- sure as hell didn't 


know any Barons. I didn't even know 
how you got to be one — whether, you 
were voted into it, or appointed by the 
Kaiser, or just came, from a long line 
of people who were on personal terms 
with God, or whether you had to fight 
a duel to be one. 
. 
•'. . ': 


Anyway, I became a big fan of Bar- 


on's. I didn't know whether 'Von 
Cramm played in a. monocle arid a 
brush cut or whether he had to unst- 
rap his'sword or whether he played in 
a spiked helmet, but I was one up on 
the Idds on the block when It came to 
sports heroes. I mean I didn't go for 
Debs Garms or Lou Chiozza or Shanty 
Hogan, I went clear up to the Alma- 
nach de Gotha. You never saw any 


Barons on bubble-gum cards. 


. It was a little daring. We were in 
the •period between .wars, and. even 
though Hitler hadn't really showed his 
hand yet, Germans weren't all that 
popular. They were still known as 
"Huns" and "bodies." Although I 
never did find out what a "boche" 
was. I knew Von Hindenburg was one 
and so was Von Richthofen — a Red 
Boche. You see, we were barely out of 
the calling sauerkraut "liberty cab- 
bage" days. Even Gezundheit" was 
not advisable as God bless you! 


AND THE ONLY German words I 


knew I got from Warner Bros. "Tor- 
pedo Los!" "Schweinhund!" "Acb- 
tung" and "Fire vun!" 


The Baron was really quite an ele- 


gant player. He was in the finals of 
Wimbledon nearly every year. Also 
Forest Hills. But his finest hour came 
in the Davis Cup interzone final at 
Wimbledon in 1937. Von Cramm 
played Donald Budge in the critical 
match that year. The "tie" was two 
matches apiece, and whoever won the 
singles final, Germany or the U.S., 
would surely beat the Cup defenders, 
Britain, who had lost their best play- 
er, Fred Perry, when he turned pro. 


Before the match, Von Cramm was 


called to the telephone. The Fuehrer, 
no less, was on the line. He demanded 


; victory. Von Cramm, pale and sha- 


ken, took the court. And played a blis- 
tering five-set match which he barely 
lost in the last set. It was a match 
many considered the best tennis game 
ever. The two players had more than 
220 placements between them. 


Budge went home to a ticker-tape 


parade. Von Cramm went home to a 
concentration camp. His estate was 
confiscated and Hitler not only 
stripped him of his wealth and his 
rank but his reputation .when he 
charged him with "moral turpitude." 
It's a lousy part for George Peppard, 
you'll agree, but, when Von Cramm 


was released two years later, his ten- 
nis game had suffered — to comment 
on the least of his dificulties. He look- 
ed like a guy constantly waiting for a 
knock on the door — with a gun butt 
— at night. 


He was shortly to be shipped to the 


Eastern Front by his government. 


TENNIS IS NOT likely to have any 


'more Barons in its'ranks. Come to 
think of it, I don't know what a Baron 
is fit for any more — now that air- 
planes don't have double wings on 
them. Hitler might have been sur- 
prised that Budge could beat a Baron 
but we kids knew a Baron couldn't be 
any good at any sport you didn't use a 
machine gun or saber. 


So, I rooted for poor old- Von 


Cramm — the Lavender Baron. He 


. filled a void in my life between the 


eras of Albie Booth and Sonny Jurgen- • 


• sen. I keep scanning the tournament 


seeds, hoping for a real, live, hell- 
clicking member of .the Junkers to 
show up in the round of 16. Alas! A lot 
of Bolshevik hotheads, and long-hair- 
ed boys from East St. Louis. All I had 
left, finally, was the Marquis de Por- 
tago. And Duke Snider. 


So, auf wiedersehen, old Baron!

Utah convict, fiancee in suicide try 


by PETER GILLINS 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Killer 


Gory Gllmoro, thwarted In his de- 
mands to die before a firing squad, 
and his fiancee, Nicole Barrett, took 
overdoses of sleeping pills Tuesday in 
an attempt to carry out a sddde 
poet. 


Gilmore, whoso scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "10 to-20" Seconal ta- 
blets in his state prison cell. 


His condition deteriorated late Tues- 


day, when he was reported in "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical center with pneumonia 
In his right lung. A spokesman sold 
he was placed in an oxygen tent and 


given drugs'Intravenously to combat 
it. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch In her 
Springville home clutching a picture 
of Gilmore to her chest, was in criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamara Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
. Lake City Deseret News, that she in- 
tended "to go with" Gilmore when he 
was executed. She said Gilmore asked 
her "to go with him." 


Both Gilmore and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 


Gllmorc's said: "Leave my proper- 


ty to my mother." 


Authorities said Miss Barrett left 


two personal letters "similar to sui- 
cide ,notes" inside sealed envelopes. 
They' did not disclose their details. 


The double suicide attempt forced 


postponement of-GlImore's scheduled 
Wednesday' appearance before' the 
Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his' sen- 
tence or lot the execution go ahead. 


A BOARD spokesman said the case 


probably will be considered on Dec. 8 
— two days before a Texas convict 
who also wants to be executed is 
scheduled to die in the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story in the Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith said Gilmore's 
girlfriend said she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively,and' 
. that he gave her strength and.helped, 
her overcome her fears of dying. 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


month's rent and she .had made ar- 
rangements for her children to stay 
with .their grandparents, the paper 
said. 


In prison letters to her, Gilmore 


said he did not'feel right about asking 
her to "come with him" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported. 


"I love my children very much, but 


I know I can't give them the kind of 
life I want them to have," she told the 
reporter, who notified police of the 
suicide threats.

Court rulings 
hinder pollution 
laws here: Hug 


Municipalities will find it difficult to 


ennct pollution control ordinances be- 
cause of recent court decisions strik- 
ing down Des Plalncs' environmental 
lows, soys City Ally. Charles Hug. 


Laws passed by DCS Plaines to con- 


trol pollution have been struck down 
or severely crippled because of court 
rulings that say the environment is 
none of tho city's business. 


Court rulings have declared the 


city's noise ordinance Invalid and pro- 
hibited the city from requiring region- 
al bodies, such as the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, to meet city sewage 
emission standards. 


Hug called the set backs "bad news 


for the dty" with far reaching con- 
sequences for other communities con- 
sidering cnvironmonal legislation. 


HE SAID THE ruling against the 


noise law is the most serious. 


"It really just knocks out Des 


Plaines and the City of Chicago and 
other municipalities that have noise 
ordinances," he said. "It says that 
nolso is beyond tho scope of home- 
rule communlies." 


Tho case involved a suit filed by the 


city against the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. because of nolee at a 
railroad yard at Wolf Road and 
Northwest Highway. The Illinois Su- 
preme Court In October ruled against 
the dty, saying regulation of noise 
pollution Is a state function. 


Last March, the state's high court 


ruled tho city could not apply Its 
health ordinance regulating sewage 
emissions to the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District's O'Hare Water Recl- 
amation Plant under construction at 
tho southeast corner of Elmhurst 
Road and Oakton Street. 


The court prohibited the city from 


regulating a regional agency.' 


Tho decision on the MSD plant, he 


said, Is a setback for municipalities, 
but is not as serious because it does 
not prohibit local control of local proj- 
ects. 


"IT SAYS cities cannot control re- 


gional projects, but It allows control 
over local ones," Hug said. "It's a 
bad decision as for as the dty is con- 
cerned, but it Is not as far-reaching as 
the noise situation." 


Passage of both laws was made 


possible by home-rule powers the dty 
acquired In 1970 under the new Illinois 
Constitution. 


Because home-rule permits munici- 


palities to pass any law which isn't 
directly prohibited by the state or fcd- 
e r a l governments, Des Plaines 
enacted environmental legislation and 
set local pollution standards. 


But the court challenges indicate 


pollution control Is beyond the scope' 
even of dties with home-rule. 


"I think it's illogical and incorrect 


because home-rule powers apply to 
everything that affects the govern- 
ment and affairs of the home-rule 
unit," Hug said. However, he admits 
little can be done about it now that 
the supreme court has ruled on the 
matter. 


THE CITY'S noise law was passed 


in March 1972 in on attempt to regu- 
late noise levels at O'Hare Airport. 
Later that year, the law met its first 
setback when the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled municipalities have no right to 
regulate airports under the control of 
the federal government. 


In 1975, Des Plaines Intervened in a 


lawsuit now before the U.S. District 
Court seeking improved noise abate- 
ment procedures at O'Hare Airport. 
The suit, however, is not seeking to 
impose the dty's noise law on the air- 
port. 


The city's health ordinance .regu- 


lating sewage emissions was passed 
in June 1974 before the MSD started 
construction of the sewage treatment 
plant In Des Plaines.

NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 


MONTREAL (UPI) -,Rene Le- 


vesque — swept to power as premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec de- 
spite'his plan for Quebec's secession 
from Canada — Insisted Tuesday he 
would move ahead with plans for a 
referendum on separation. • 


In London, however, British govern- 


ment officials said a move by Quebec 
to secede from Canada might take 
years because it would need an act of 
the British Parliament and the pro- 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated. 


In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudeau warned that Lo- 
vesque and his victorious Parti Que- 
becols had received only "a mandate 
to govern the province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada." 
> , 


STILL INCOMPLETE counting of 


the vote in Monday's 31st Quebec gen- 
. era! election, gave the French-ori- 


ented Parti Quebecols 70 seats in the 
110-seat provindal assembly. The PQ ( 
held only six seats after the last elec- 
tion in 1973. 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with 11 
cabinet ministers defeated,•including 
Bouraosa himself. Smaller parties 
held the remaining seats. 


Levesque, in his first policy state- 


ment since the vote, promised his par- 
ty would maintain good relations with 
the rest of Canada, but stressed it 
would be on "an equal to equal 
basis." 
- "Quebec has turned-a page-of its 
history, to begin a new chapter," he' 
.said. 
'• .- 


THE 54-YEAR-OLD former journal- 


ist said he hoped to find "a new type 
of partnership — better than the one 
we had." 


"We hope to have fresh and good 


relations with everyone," he said, 
"especially with our Canadian fellow 
dtizens." 


But he said any changes under the 


PQ government would be carried out 
with "a sense of perspective." 


As'for separation, Levesque reite- 


rated his party's commitment to that 
goal, .adding: "But this country of 
Quebec will only come when an adult 
society, confident, of itself, will have 
approved it with clear and democratic 
majority in a referendum, as we have 
promised." 


IN LONDON, British officials noted 


that Canada's constitution is ensh- 
rined in the British North America 
Act, passed by the British Parliament 
In 1867, which created the Dominion 
of Canada. They said It almost cer- 
tainly would take, another act of par- 


liament to change it and would re- 
quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. 


Levesque soft-pedalled the separa- 


tism issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a ref- 
erendum within two years before act- 
ing to separate. A former war corre- 
spondent, he waged much of his cam-' 
paign against what he termed Bou- 
rassa's mismanagement of the econo- 
my, plagued by strikes and more than 
10 per cent unemployment. • , 


But his voctory also was aided by 


the Liberals' loss of their traditional 
support among English-speaking and 
ethnic voters who vowed revenge on 
Bourassa for polides promoting 
French in work and education. Their 
vote was influential in 30 con- 
stituencies. .

Tho students had never seen a doc- 


tor operate before, but the weren't the 
slightest bit squeamish as they 
watched the 10-year-old dog propped 
for hip surgery at the Animal Care 
Hospital In Arlington Heights. 


An anesthetic was injected Into the 


dog's foreleg as a nurso held Mm 
steady on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog't ' 


trachea and cs It took effect ho was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- 
ing surgery. As precautionary mea- 
sures, on Intravenous feeding and a 
heart monitor wcro connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY, THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
hero and what happens in a human 
hospital," Dr. Philip Hlnko told tho 
zoology students observing him. 
"Thero aro advantages and dis- 
advantages in both." 
' 


As ho spoke, his nurse shnvcd the 


area around tho dog's hip and ster- 
ilized it with iodine. Cloths were drap- < 
cd over the rest of the dog's body and 
the students craned their necks to get 
a better view as the doctor made his 
first Incision. 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Horsey High School zoology students 
watch Hlnko perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce-' 
durcs and equipment. They have ob- 
served him do everything from spay-, 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 


With most of the juniors and seniors 


In the class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology teacher Donna • 
Bahadur wants the students to see 
what It's like when a live organism is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see the flow of 


blood so they know if thdr stomachs 
can take It," she said. "It's a waste 
for a student to spend four years in 
prc-mcd and then discover ho can't 
stand the sight of blood." 


So far, none of her students have 


been sickened by the surgery they 
have viewed and most have expressed 
a desire to see more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however, is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
tho evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal structure. 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from -fetal pigs and sharks to 
squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. 


"THE KIDS know where the differ- 


ent ports ore and what they do so 
they understand what Dr. Hlnko is 
doing when they watch him in sur- 
gery," Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Experience with live animals Is 


gnlned through the care and observa- 


tion of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live in 
Hersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


learned how doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender wdth one an- 
other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Some lessons are learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the hamster cage and the 
hamster, escaped, had its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
. ate them when she found herself with- 
out food. 


"These things happen, but not more 


than once," Mrs. Bahadur sold. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared for properly 
and have to be shown kindness and • 
consideration."

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Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
is a 17-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old executive who 
needs some advanced business 
courses. 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
n a t l n g courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little In- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of In- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, with 850 students, 


is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized 
Information 
they compiled 


could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things.". 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive, 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


Tins PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and. tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has. problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


whig of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's in- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a job like this we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the Island. 


"We had an early snow and for 


awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow,". Bos 
said. "Sometimes, it's like we were 
working as they did SO years ago." 


To stop the whig from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold it up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel, however, because it 
would have marred the beauty of its 
880-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING a computer study, 


Bos decided.on trusses, anchored in 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


in getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

Builder sues city over project

The Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


House, 45 E. Dundee Rd., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an inter- 
nationally known order of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-acre lot, one would 
never guess that the brick house in 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 


But since 1964 when the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago the property has been 
the headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmelite provinces, and it 5s the 
place Carmelite fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


live there are from the Chicago area. 
The Rev. Franz Licktelg, an expert on 
the history of the Carmelites, said the 
order focuses on the "integrated as- 
pect of life." 


"All we do in our life is some form 


of prayer," Father Licktelg said. 


Unlike some Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, the Carmelites 
are interested in interaction with per- 
sons insplritual or social need, Fa- 
ther Licktelg said. 


But that does not mean much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther LIckteig said each morning at 
7:30 a Mass is said in the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road is the administrative office 
for 30 Carmelite parishes in the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the religous order. 


"We are all involved basically in 


administration here," Father Lickteig 
sold. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help out at neighboring parish- 
es in Harrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work is done in the 


cities," Father Lickteig said of the 
Carmelites. 


Operating Catholic schools is one of 


the functions of the order. Mundelcln 
Carmel High School is one nearby 
school under their wing. 


Carmelites are also involved in 


counseling, social work and supply a 
number of military chaplains. 


"WE'RE BASICALLY here to help 


the many archdiocese we are located 
in," Father Lickteig said. 


Father Lickteig is In charge of the 


order's American records, which date 
back to the Civil War. He said the 
order was originated in the 12th cen- 
tury in the Middle East. The Carme- 


lite name IB derived from Mount Car- 
mel in Palestine. 


Besides his administrative duties, 


Father Lickteig is using the quiet at- 
mosphere of the provincial house to 
finish a book on the Carmelite order's 
history. 


HE HASN'T USED the swimming 


pool next to the house yet, Father 
Lickteig said, and many of the site's 
features are a bit more than the four 
priests need. 


Some bedrooms have been con- 


verted to offices and the chapel is lo- 
cated in the basement in what Father 
Licktelg thinks was a game room. 


Turning the property 
into ad- 


mins trative headquarters for the Car- 
melites posed a few problems for the 
priests, but none that make the set- 
ting uncomfortable. Father Lickteig 
even had a solution for hearing con- 
fessions at the house. 


"If somebody wonts to go to con- 


fession," Father Lickteig sald> "h« 
just sits right down in the rec room."

Gory Gllmoro, thwarted in his de- 
mands to dlo before a firing squad, 
and his fiancee, Nicole Barrett, took 
overdoses of sleeping pills Tuesday in 
an attempt to carry out a suicide 
pact. 


Gllmorc, whoso scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "10 to 20" Scconal ta- 
blets In his state prison cell. 


His condition deteriorated (ate Tues- 


day, when ho was reported In "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical center with pneumonia 
in his right lung. A spokesman sold 
ha was placed in an oxygen tent and

given drugs intravenously to combat 
It. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then by down on a couch In her 
Springville home clutching a picture 
of Gil more to her chest, was in criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamara Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
Lake City Dcserot News, that she in- 
tended "to go with" Gilmore when he 
wns executed. She said Gllmorc asked 
her "to go with him." 


Both Gilmore and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 


Gllmorc's said: "Leave my proper- 


ty to mv mother." 


Authorities said Miss Barrett left 


two'personal letters "similar to sui- 
cide notes." inside sealed envelopes. 
They did not disclose their details. 


The double suicide attempt forced 


postponement of Gllmoro's scheduled 
Wednesday ' appearance before the 
Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his sen- 
tence or let the execution go ahead, 


A BOARD spokesman sold the case 


probably will be considered on Dec. 8 
— two days before a Texas convict 
who also wants to be executed is 
scheduled to die in the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story In the Dese- 


. ret News, Miss Smith said Gllmorc's 
girlfriend sold she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively and 
that he gave her strength and helped 
her overcome her fears of dying. 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


month's rent and she had made ar- 
rangements for her children to stay 
with their grandparents, tlie paper 
said. 


In prison letters to her, Gilmore 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her to "come with him" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Descret News reported. 


"I love my children very much, but 


I know I can't give them the kind of 
life I wont them to have," she told the 
reporter, who notified police of the 
suicide threats. .

vesque — swept to power as premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec de- 
spite his plan-for Quebec's secession 
from Canada — Insisted Tuesday he 
would.move ahead with plans for a 
referendum on separation.

ment officials said a move by Quebec 
to secede from Canada might take 
years because it would need an act of 
the British Parliament and the pro- 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated.

In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudeau warned that Le- 
vesque and his victorious Parti Que-

STILL INCOMPLETE counting of 


the vote hi Monday's 31st Quebec gen- 
eral election, gave the French-ori- 


ented Parti Quebecois 70 seats in the 
110-seat provincial assembly. The PQ 
held only six seats after the lost elec- 
tion In 1973. 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with 11 
cabinet ministers defeated, including 
Bouraesa himself.

IN LONDON, British officials noted

With most of tho juniors and seniors • 


in tlio class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology teacher Donna 
Bahadur wants the students to see 
what It's like when a live organism is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see the flow of 


blood so they know if their stomachs 
con take It," she sold. "It's a waste 
for a student-to spend four years in 
pre-med and then discover he can't 
stand the sight of blood.'! . 


• So far, none of her students have 
been sickened by the surgery they 
'. have viewed and most have expressed 
a desire to see'more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however, is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
the evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal structure. 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to' 
squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. . 
. . , - ' • , 


"THE KIDS know where the differ- 


ent parts ore and what they do so 
they understand what Dr. Hlnko is 
doing when they watch him in. sur- 
gery,". Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Experience • with live . animals > is 


gained through the care and observa- 


tion of the dovis, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live in 
Kersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


learned how doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender with one an- 
other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Some lessons are'learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the hamster cage and the 
hamster escaped, had its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself with- 
out food.

, "These things happen, but not more 
than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared-for properly 
and have to be shown kindness,and

Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
Is a 17-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old executive who 
needs some advanced 
business 


courses. 
' Making a choice is difficult because 
colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
n a t i n g ' courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't Intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of in- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champalgn and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful Information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, with 850 students, 


Is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such-areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and.records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized 
information they compiled 


could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) In- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, bccausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS.-LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I Imagine it's no great Joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Rlcard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's in- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That Is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on- the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a job like this we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the island. 


"We had an early snow and for 


awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow," Bos 
said. "Sometimes,-it's like we were 
working as they did 50 years ago." 
' To stop the wing from leaning, Bos 
ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold it up. This could not be done at 
. the Grand Hotel, however, because it 
would have marred the beauty of its 
880-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING a computer study, 


Bos decided on trusses, ^anchored in 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


in getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to/get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the Ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

Flood plain construction halt urged 


Future construction in the village 


flood plain will be halted under a pro- 
posal made by Wheeling Trustee Otis

llcdlund suggested the village im- 


pose a moratorium on building in the 
flood plain until the state passes pro- 
posed flood control ordinances. 


"This Is not intended to halt any- 


body who has already applied to build 
In the flood plain. At this point, we've 
had all (ho applications we're going to 
get this year. I think it's a good time 


to say let's stop and see what the 
state is doing," Hedlund said Tues- 
day. 


He said several state and federal 


agencies are conducting studies on the 
flood plain region and he said he feels 
the village should wait for the results 
before allowing further building. 


Most of the current construction is 


industrial park areas which don't lie 
in the flood plain, Hedlund said. 


Federal flood hazard maps pre- 


pared for Wheeling show as much as 


30 per cent of tho land in the village 
in flood prone areas. 


The maps were prepared by the U. 


S. Dcpt. of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment as part of a flood plain study. 
The maps define flood hazard areas 
for residents living near the Des 
Plaines River, the Wheeling Drainage 
Ditch and McDonald Creek. 


The map indicates a large portion 


of the northeastern area of the village 
would be flooded by severe rains 
which occur every 100 years, accord- 
Ing to statistical predictions.

officials in similar positions. 


Zerkle said the village has a $4.2 


million budget for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year and that a "multi-million dollar 
financial operation of this magnitude 
requires constant monitoring, coordi- 
nation and direction." 


The finance director will assume 


tho duties of the collector and treas- 
urer, including payroll, accounting 
and Internal auditing and preparation 
of the tax levy ordinance, Zerklo said. 


He said the village will begin to ad- 


vertise for a finance' director in mu- 
nicipal government publications. He 
said the board hopes to select a direc- 
tor by Feb. 1, with the position being 
filled by Feb. 15.

are expected to conclude their study 
in Juno. 


Under present district policy, stu- 


dents must bo 5 years old on or before 
Dec. 1 of tho school year they wish to 
attend kindergarten. Regardless of 
age, however, no student is required 
by state law to attend kindergarten, 
although school districts aro required 
lo offer kindergarten programs. 


RESEARCH INTO enrolling kinder- 


gartncrs on the basis of readiness 
rather than age was prompted by 
phone calls to administrators from 
parents who believe their children are 
academically, emotionally and physi- 
cally prepared to start school even 
though they ore loo young under the 
district's present policy, Grodsky 
said. 


Board Pros. Mclvln Lace said ho 


believes using readiness rather than 
ago as an entrance criteria could bo a 
"viable alternative," but said ho 
wants to be sura early admittance 
would be a help rather than a hin- 
drance. 


"It's a little bit harder on kids than 


a lot of people realize," ho said. "Be- 
fore we adopt such a policy we want 
to be sure there are logical reasons 
for doing so and that It's really going 
to help children." 


Grodsky said ho has read materials 


that state children who enter school 
early succeed their first and second 
years but then begin to "plateau out" 
because of deficiencies in motor skills 
and socialization. 


"WOULD WE THEN BE willing to 


accept the responsibility for saying 
the child did well up until this point, 
but now he may not be ready to move 
on?" Grodsky asked. 


The district's study will focus on 


what tests exist for determining 
whether a child is ready lo start kin- 
dergarten, how many school districts 
have a flexible entrance age policy 
and what happens later to children 
who aro admitted to school early. 


"This is the time to do some heavy 


research," Grodsky said. "If we act 
on the matter, we want to be sure to 
net properly."

Be some form of prayer- 
life of Carmelite fathers

The Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


House, 45 E. Dundee Rd., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an Inter* 
nationally known order of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-acre lot, one would 
never guess that the brick house in 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 


But since 1964 when' the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago the property has been 
the headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmelite provinces, and it Is the 
place Carmelite fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


live there are from the Chicago area. 
The Rev. Franz Licktcig, an expert on 
the history of the Carmelites, said the 
order focuses on the "integrated as- 
pect of life." 


"All we do in our life is some form 


of prayer," Father Lickteig said. 


Unlike some Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, the Carmelites 
are interested in interaction with per- 


sons inspiritual or social need, Fa- 
ther Lickteig said. 


But that does not mean much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther Lickteig said each morning at 
7:30 a Mass is said in the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road is the administrative office 
for 30 Carmelite parishes in the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the religous order. 


"We are all Involved uaslcally in 


administration here," Father Lickteig 
said. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help out at neighboring parish- 
es in Harrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work Is done in the 


cities," Father Ltckteig said of the 
Carmelites. 


Operating Catholic schools is one of 


the functions of the order. Mundclein 
Carmcl High School is one nearby 
sphool under their wing. 


Carmelites are also involved in 


counseling, social work and supply a 
number of military chaplains. 


"WE'RE BASICALLY here to help 


the many archdiocese we are located 


in," Father Lickteig said. 


Father Lickteig is in charge of the 


order's American records, which date 
back to the Civil War. He said the 
order was originated in the 12th cen- 
tury In the Middle East. The,Carme- 
lite name is derived from Mount Car- 
mel in Palestine. 


Besides his administrative duties, 


Father Lickteig is using the quiet at- 
mosphere of the provincial house to 
finish a book on the Carmelite order's 
history. 


HE HASN'T USED the swimming 


pool next to the house yet, Father 
Lickteig said, and many of the site's 
features are a bit more than the four 
priests need. 


Some bedrooms have been con- 


verted to offices and the chapel is lo- 
cated in the basement in what Father 
Lickteig thinks was a game room. 


Turning the property into ad- 


minstrative headquarters for the Car- 
melites posed a few problems for the 
priests, but none that make the set- 
ting uncomfortable. Father Lickteig 
even had a solution for hearing con- 
fessions at the house. 


"If somebody wants to go to con- 


fession," Father Lickteig said, "he 
just sits right down in the rec room."

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Utah convict, fiancee in suicide try

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Killer 


Gory Gllmorc, thwarted In his de- 
mands to die before a firing squad, 
and his fiancee, Nicole Barrett, took 
overdosed of sleeping pills Tuesday In 
an attempt to carry out a suicide 
pact. 


Gllmoro, whose scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "10 to 20" Soconal ta- 
blets In his state prison cell. 


Ills condition deteriorated late Tues- 


day, when he was reported In "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical center with pneumonia 
In his right lung. A spokesman said 
ha was placed in an oxygen tent and 


given drugs intravenously to combat 
It. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch in her 
Sprlngville home clutching a picture 
of Gllmorc to her chest, was in criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamara Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
Lake City Oescret News, that she in- 
tended "to go with" Gilmore when he 
was executed. She said Gilmore asked 
her "to go with him." 


Both Gllmorc and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 


Gllmoro's said: "Leave my proper- 


ty to my mother." 


Authorities said Miss Barrett left 


two persona] letters "similar to sui- 
cide notes" inside sealed envelopes. 
They did not disclose their details. 


The double suicide attempt forced 


postponement of Gllmore's scheduled 
Wednesday appearance before the 
Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his sen- 
tence or let the execution go ahead. 


A BOARD spokesman said the case 


probably will be considered on Dec. 8 
— two days before a Texas convict 
who also wants to be executed is 
scheduled to die in the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story in the Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith sold Gllmore's 
girlfriend -sold she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively and 
that he gave her strength and helped 
her overcome her fears of dying. < 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


month's rent and she had made ar- 
rangements for her children to stay 
with their grandparents, the paper 
said. 


In prison letters to her, Gilmore 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her to "come with him" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported. 


"I love my children very much, but 


I know I can't give them the kind of 
life I want them to have," she told tho 
reporter, who notified police of the 
suicide threats.

In a report to the board, adminis- 


trative assistant William Whltcd said . 
there are problems with both the 
single-family and townhouse plans, 
but that the single-family plan "Is 
more workable." He termed the prob- 
lems with the lownhouso plans "hor- 
rendous." 


Frank, of Albert Frank and Associ- 


ates, Northbrook. said bo would build 
the approved townhouso plans If the 
single-family plans were not ap- 
proved.

MONTREAL • (UPI) - 
Rene Le- 


vesque — swept to power as premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec de- 
spite his plan for Quebec's secession 
from Canada — insisted Tuesday he 
would move ahead with plans for a 
referendum on separation. 


In London, however, British govern- 


ment officials sold a move by Quebec 
to secede 'from Canada might take 
years because it would, need, an act of 
the British Parliament and the pro- , 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated.

In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudenu warned that Lc- 
vesque and his victorious Parti Que- 
becols had received only "a mandate 
to govern the province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada." 


STILL INCOMPLETE counting of 


the vote in Monday's 31st Quebec gen-' 
era! election, gave the French-ori- 


ented Parti Quebecols 70 seats in the 
110-seat provincial assembly. The PQ 
held only six seats after the last elec- 
tion In 1973. 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with 11 
cabinet ministers defeated, Including 
Bourossa himself. Smaller parties 
held the remaining seats. 


Levesque, in his first policy state- 


ment since the vote, promised his par- 
ty would maintain good relations with 
the rest of Canada, but stressed it 
would be on "an equal to equal 
basis."

rined in the British North America 
Act, passed by the British Parliament 
in 1867, which created the Dominion 
of Canada. They said it almost cer- 
tainly would take.another act of par- 


liament to change it and would re- 
quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. 


Levesque soft-pedalled the separa- 


tism issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a ref- 
erendum within two years before act- 
ing to separate. A former war corre- 
spondent, he waged much of his cam- 
paign against what he termed Bou- 
rassa's mismanagement of the econo- 
my, plagued by strikes and more than 
10 per cent unemployment.

Tho students had never seen a doc- 


tor opcrnto before, but the weren't the 
slightest bit squeamish as they 
watched the 10-year-old dog propped 
for hip surgery at the Animal Care 
Hospital In Arlington Heights. 


An anesthetic was Injected Into the 


dog's foreleg as a nurse held him 
steady on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog's 


trachea and as It took effect ho was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- 
ing surgery. As precautionary mea- 
sures, an Intravenous feeding and a 
heart monitor were connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY, THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
hero and what happens In a human 
hospital," Dr. Philip Hlnko told the 
zoology students observing him. 
"There ore advantages and dis- 
advantages In both." 


AM ho spoke, his nurse shaved the 


area around the dog's hip and ster- 
ilized it with iodine. Cloths were drap- 
ed over the rest of the dog's body and 
the students craned their necks to get 
a better view as tho doctor made his 
first Incision. 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Hcrsey High School zoology students 
watch Hlnko perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce- 
dures and equipment. They have ob- 
served him do everything from spay- 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 


With most of the juniors and seniors 


In the class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology teacher Donna 
Bahadur wants the students to see 
'what it's like when a live organism Is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see" tho flow of. 


blood so they know if their stomachs • 
can take it," she said. "It's a waste 


* for a student to spend four years In 
pre-med and then discover he can't 
stand tho sight of blood." 


So far, none of her students have 


been sickened by the surgery they 
have viewed and most have expressed 
a desire to see more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however, Is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
the evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal'structure., 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to 
squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and'reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. 


"THE KIDS know where the differ- 


ent parts are and what'they do so 
they understand what Dr. HJnkotls 
doing when they watch him in sur- 
gery," Mrs. Bahadur said. < - 


Experience with live .animals Is 


gained through the care and observa- 


tion of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live in 
Hersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


learned how doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender with one an- 
other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Some lessons are learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the' hamster cage and the 
hamster escaped, had its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself with- 
out food. 


"These things happen, but not more 


than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students 'are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared for properly 
and have to be shown kindness and 
consideration."

Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
Is a n-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old executive who 
needs some advanced business 
courses. 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
n a t i n g courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of in- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, with 850 students, 


is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized 
information they compiled 


could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 


\ school, but will not be sent to individ- 


ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's in- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a job like this we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the Island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the Island.' 


"Wo had an early snow and for 


awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow," Bos 
said. "Sometimes, it's like we were 
working as they did 50 years ago." 


To stop the whig from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold It up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel, however, because It 
would have marred the beauty of its 
680-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING a computer study, 


Bos decided on trusses, anchored in 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


In getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

Tho Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


Mouse, 45 E. Dundee fid., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an Inter- 
nationally known order of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-ncro lot, one would 
never guess that the brick house In 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 
. . . 


But nlnco 1061 when the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago the property has been 
tho headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmollto provinces, and It Is tho 
place Carmellto fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


live there are from tho Chicago area. 
Tho Rev. Franz Llcktclg, an expert on 
tho history of tho Carmelites, said tho 
order focuses on tho "Integrated as- 
pect of life." 


"All wo do in our life is some form 


of prayer," Father Llcktclg said. 


Unlike somo Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, tho Carmolltcs 
arc Interested In Interaction with per- 
sons inspiritual or social need, Fa- 
ther Llcktclg said. 


But that does not moan much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther ticktolg said each morning at 
7:30 a Mass is said in the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road is the administrative otflcc 
for 30 Carmelite parishes in the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the roligous order. 


"Wo are all involved basically in 


administration here," Father Llcktelg 
said. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help out at neighboring parish- 
es in Barrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work is done in the 


cities," Father Llcktelg said of the

Operating Catholic schools Is one of 


the functions of the order.

vesque — swept to power as premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec de- 
spite his plan fpr Quebec's secession 
from Canada — insisted Tuesday he 
would move ahead with plans for a 
referendum on separation.

In London, however, British govern- 


ment officials said a move by Quebec 
to secede from Canada might take 
years because it would need an act of 
the British Parliament and the pro- 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated. 


In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudeau warned that Lc- 
vcsque and his victorious Parti Que- 
becols had received only "a mandate 
to govern the'province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada."

Quebec will only come when an adult 
society, confident of itself, will have 
approved it with clear and democratic 
majority in a referendum, as we have • 
promised." 


IN LONDON, British officials noted 


that Canada's constitution is ensh- 
rined in the British North America 
Act, passed by the British Parliament 
In 1867, which created the Dominion 
of:Canada. They said it almost cer- 
tainly would take another act of par- 


liament to change it and would re- 
quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. 


Levesque soft-pedalled' the separa- 


tism issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a- rcf-* 
erendum within two years before act-* 
ing to separate. A former war corre-C. 
spondent, he waged much of his cam-*: 
paign against what he termed Bou- 
rassa's mismanagement of the econo- 
my, plagued by strikes and more than 
10 per cent unemployment. 


But his voctory also was aided by 


the Liberals' loss of their traditional 
support among English-speaking and 
ethnic voters who vowed revenge on 
B o u r a s s a for policies promoting * 
French in work and education. Their 
vote was influential in 3d con- 
stituencies.

Observers in the operating room

The students had never seen n doc- 


tor operate before, but tho weren't the 
slightest bit squeamish as they 
watched the 10-year-old dog propped 
for hip surgery at tho Animal Core 
Hospital In Arlington Heights. 


An anesthetic was injected Into tho• 


dog's foreleg as a nurse held him' 
steady on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog's 


trachea and as It took effect he was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his • 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- •, 
ing surgery. As precautionary moo-: 
suros, on intravenous feeding and a, 
heart monitor were connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY. THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
here and what happens In a human 
hospital," Dr. Philip Illnko told- tho 
zoology students observing him. 
"There are advantages 
and. dis- 


advantages in both." 


As he spoke, his nurse shaved tho 


area around the dog's hip and ster- 
ilized It with Iodine. Cloths were drap- 
ed over the rest of the dog's body and 
the students craned their necks to get 
a better view as the doctor mode his 
first Incision. . 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Hersoy High School zoology students 
watch Hinko perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce- 
dures and equipment. They have ob- 
served him do everything from'spay- 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 
, ' • • ; ' 


With most of tho juniors and seniors 


in the class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology'teacher Donna- 
Bahadur wonts the students to see 
what It's like when a live organism is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see the flow of 


blood so they know if their stomachs 
'can lake it," she said. "It's a waste 
for a student to spend four years in 
pro-mcd and then discover he can't 
stand the sight of blood." 


So far, none of her students have 


been sickened by the surgery they ' 
have viewed and most have expressed 
. a desire to see more operations pro- 
. formed, Mrs. Bahadur said! 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however/Is only part of the semester- 
long zoology, course which deals with 
the evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
A havlor and animal structure. 
,. Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to 


• squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
end reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. • 
• 
' 


. "THE KIDS know where tho differ- 
ent parts are and what they do so 
they understand 'what Dr. Hinko is 
doing when they watch him in sur- 
gery," Mrs. Bahadur sold.. 


Experience with live animals is 


gained through the care and observa- 


. tlon of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which-live in 
Kersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


'learned how doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender* with one an- 
other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. ' 
; . 


Some lessons are learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the hamster cage and the 
hamster escaped, had its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself with- 
out food. 


"These things happen, but not more 


.than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared for properly 
and have to bo shown kindness and

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Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
is a 17-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old , executive who 
n e e d s some advanced business 
courses. 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among Uic cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
n a t i n g courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of in- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated In similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Baral prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, with 830 students, 


is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbann campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized information they compiled 
could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
tlie campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's in- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on 'a job like this we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block' and tackle 


• to lift sections hi to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the island on barges and then has 
to be moved to tho hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the island. - 


"We had an early snow and for 


, awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow," Bos 
said. "Sometimes, it's'like we were 
working as they did 50 years ago." 


To stop the wing from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold it up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel! however, because It 
would have marred the beauty of its 
880-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING a computer 'study, 


Bos decided on trusses, anchored In 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


in getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running! 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the Ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

State bill seeks Salt Creek funds

Tho Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


House, 45 E. Dundee Rd., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an Inter- 
nationally known order of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-acrc lot, one would 
never guess that the brick house in 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 


But since 1964 when the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago the property has been 
the headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmelite provinces, and it is the 
place Carmelite fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


live there are from the Chicago area. 
The Rev. Franz LJckteig, on expert on 
the history of the Carmelites, said the 
order focuses on the "integrated as- 
pect of life." 


"All we do In our life is some form 


of prayer," Father Licktelg said. 


Unlike some Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, the Carmelites 
are interested in interaction with per- 


sons inspiritual or social need, Fa- 
ther Lickteig said. 


But that does not mean much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther Lickteig said each morning at 
7:30 a Mass is said in the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road Is the administrative office 
for 30 Carmelite parishes in the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the religous order. 


"We are all Involved basically in 


administration here," Father Lickteig 
said. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help out at neighboring parish- 
es in Barrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work is done in the 


cities," Father Lickteig said of the 
Carmelites. 


Operating Catholic schools is one of 


the functions of the order. Mundelein 
Carmcl High School is one nearby 
school under their wing. 


Carmelites are also involved in 


counseling, social work and supply a 
number of military chaplains. 


"WE'RE BASICALLY here to help 


the many archdiocese we arc located 


In," Father Lickteig said. 


Father Lickteig is in charge of the 


order's American records, which date 
back to the Civil War. He said the 
order was originated in the 12th cen- 
tury in the Middle East. The Carme- 
lite name Is derived from Mount Car- 
mcl in Palestine. 


Besides his administrative duties, 


Father Lickteig is using the quiet at- 
mosphere of the provincial house to 
finish a book on the Carmelite order's 
history. 


HE HASN'T USED the swimming 


pool next to the house yet, Father 
Lickteig said, and many of the site's 
features are a bit more than the four 
priests need. 


Some bedrooms have been con- 


verted to offices and the chapel is lo- 
cated in the basement in what Father 
Lickteig thinks was a game room. 


Turning the property into ad- 


minstrative headquarters for the Car- 
melites posed a few problems for the 
priests, but none that make the set- 
ting uncomfortable. Father Lickteig 
even had a solution for hearing con- 
fessions at the house. 


"If somebody wants to go to con- 


fession," Father Lickteig said, "he 
just sits right down in the rec room."

Creek Improvments. Tho money will 
be spent for land ncquistion along the 
creek to permit channel widening. 


The work is part of the $26 million 


Upper Salt Creek Watershed project 
that includes the $7.5 million Bussc 
Woods reservoir dedicated this sum- 


mer. 


The Salt Creek work was just a 


small part of the $96 million bonding 
bill that passed the state Senate but 
fll short of the necessary vote in the 
House. 


Supportrs hope that by introducing 


bonds for flood coiirol separately 
'they will be able to avoid the political 
controversies that led to the defeat of 
the' $90 million bill. 


The bonds do not affect the slate's 


general revenues because the debt is 
carried over a long time period.

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Utah convict, fiancee in suicide try

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Killer 


Gary Gllmorc, thwarted In his de- 
mands to die before a firing squad, 
and his fiancee, Nicole Barrett, took 
overdoses of sleeping pills Tuesday in 
an attempt to carry out a sulcldo 
pact

Gllmore, whose scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "JO to 20" Seconal ta- 
blets In his state prison cell. 


His condition deteriorated late Tues- 


day, when he was reported in "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical .center with pneumonia 
in his right lung. A spokesman said 
h* was placed in an oxygen tent and 


given drugs intravenously to combat 
it. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two viols of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch in her 
Springville home clutching a picture 
of Gllmorc to her chest, was in criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamara Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
Lake City Deseret News, that she in- 
tended "to go with" Gllmore when he 
was executed. She said Gllmore asked 
her "to go with him." 


Both Gilmore and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 


Gilmorc's said: "Leave my proper- 


ty to my mother." 
' 


Authorities said Miss Barrett left 


two personal letters "similar to sui- 
cide notes" inside sealed envelopes. 
They did not disclose their details. 


The double suicide attempt forced 


postponement of Gilmore's scheduled 
Wednesday appearance before the 
Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his sen- 
tence or let the execution go ahead. 


A BOARD spokesman sold the case• 


' probably will be considered on Dec. 8 
— two days before a Texas convict 
who also wants to be executed,is 
scheduled to die in the electric choir. 


In a copyrighted story in the Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith said Gilmore's 
girlfriend -said she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively and 
that he gave her strength and helped 
her overcome her fears of dying. 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


month's rent and she had made ar- 
rangements for her children to stay 
with their grandparents, the paper 
sold. 


In prison letters to her, Gilmoro 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her to "come with him" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported. 


"I love my children very much, but 


I know I-can't give them the kind of 
life I want them to have," she told the 
reporter, who notified police of the 
suicide threats.

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Some pay more 
as water meter 
checks backfire 


Ever think there must be something 


wrong with your water meter; that 
your water bill just couldn't be that 
high? 


In Hoffman Estates, an increasing 


number of residents have felt that 
way since I ho water rates went up 
lost Juno. 


Some felt so strongly about It that 


they demanded the village check their 
meters. 


IN A LITTLE less than half the 


cases, the village found that. yes. 
there was something wrong. But it 
didn't result In lower water bills. 


"If there was anything wrong, they 


were undcrrogistcring," says Public 
Works Director John Hossnck. "It's 
virtually impossible for the modern 
water meter to ovcrregistcr." 


In Urn past, ho says, it was rare but 


possible for a ratchet on a meter to ' 
slip, causing it to read more water 
than was used. But now, he says, me- 
ters ore electronic and are about as 
accurate as an automobile odometer. 


About the only thing that can go 


wrong, ho says, Is that a meter can 
slow down because of friction. In that 
event, Its readings would be too low. 


THE AVERAGE LIFE of the ma- 


chinery, Hossack says, Is about 15 to 
20 years, although many will lost a lot 
longer. 


"Very few meters give much 


trouble in the first 10 years," he says. 
"It's just Ilka any other piece of 
equipment. Some will dummy out fasr 
tor than others." 


But whether it's because of the new 


water rates or for some other reason, 
Hoffman Estates Is getting many 
requests for meter checks these days. 


In October, there were 17 requests 


from residents, Hoffcrt says, substan- 
tially more than tho average. Of the. 
17, about half checked out accurate, 
one was found bordering the 10 per 
cent accuracy range and the rest 
were found to be underrcgistering. 


BUT THE INCREASE In requests 


concerns village officials. 


"It costs quite a bit of money, and 


that doesn't do anybody any good," 
Hossack says, estimating the min- 
imum expense to the village at $13 
per call. 


As a result, the village board is con- 


sidering a service charge for checks 
that find the meters ore working .. 
properly.

Before it does that however, the 


board-has directed Hossack to review.,. 
requests over the nest couple of 
months to determine whether the 
requests may simply be due to the 
water rate hike and to publicize tliat / 
residents may be charged for meter v- 
checks.

WHEN METERS ARE checked,., 


Hossack Bays, a village employe goes 
to the home, removes the meter and 
installs a substitute. 


Then he takes the meter back to the 


shop to check it out, comparing it to 
an accurate meter at three speeds of 
water flow. 
: 


"The same meter rately gets back 


to the same house," Hossack says, 
"because It would be a matter of 
making another trip." 


Good meters are stocked for the 


next house that has trouble. Bad me- 
ters are repaired. 


As a result, Hossack says, residents 


who have their meters checked are 
guaranteed that they get a new, accu- 
rate meter. 


And If their old meter was under- 


registering, they may find themselves 
paying more when the next water bill 
comes because they're guaranteed 
that all the water will be recorded.

In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudenu warned that Le- 
vesque and his victorious Part) Quo- 
becois had received only "a mandate ' 
to govern the province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada." 


STILL INCOMPLETE counting of' 


the vote in Monday's 31st Quebec gen- 
eral election, gave the French-ori- ' 


ented Parti Quebecols 70 seats in the 
110-seat provincial assembly. The PQ 
held only six seats after the last elec- 
tion in 1073. 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with 11 
cabinet ministers defeated, including 
Bourassa himself. Smaller parties 
held the remaining seats. 


Levesque, in his first policy state- 


ment since the vote, promised his par- 
ty would maintain good relations with 
the rest of Canada, but stressed It 
would be on "an- equal to equal 
basis."

The students had never seen a doc- 


tor operate before, but the weren't tho 
slightest bit squeamish as they 
watched the 10-year-old dog propped 
for hip surgery at tho Animal Care 
Hospital In Arlington Heights. 
, An anesthetic was Injected into the 
dog's foreleg as a nurse held him 
itcndy on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog's 


trachea and as it took effect he was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his . 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- 
ing surgery. As precautionary mea- 
sures, an Intravenous feeding and a 
heart monitor were connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY, THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
here and what happens in a human 
hospital," Dr. Philip Hinko told the 
zoology students observing him. 
"There are advantages \ and dis- 
advantages In both." 


As he, spoke, his nurse shaved tho 


area around the dog's hip and ster- 
ilized it with Iodine. Cloths were drap- 
ed over the rest of the dog's body and 
the students craned their necks to get 
a better view as the doctor made his 
first Incision. 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Herscy High School'zoology students 
watch Hinko • perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce- 
dures and equipment. They have ob- 
served him do everything from spay- 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 


With most of the juniors and seniors 


In the class aiming toward health-re-' 
latcd careers, zoology teacher Donna 
Bahadur wants the students to see 
what it's like when a live organism Is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see the flow of 


blood so they know If their stomachs 
can take it," she said. "It's a waste 
for a student to spend four years in 
pre-med and then discover he can't 
stand the sight of blood." 


So far, none of her students have 


been sickened by the surgery they 
have viewed and most have expressed . 
a desire to see more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however, Is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
the evolutionary' development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal structure. 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to 
squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. 


"THE KIDS know where the differ- 


ent parts are and what they do so 
they understand what Dr. .Hinko Is 
doing when they watch him la sur- 
gery," Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Experience with live animals is 


gained through the care and observa- 


tion of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live In 
Hersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


learned how • doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender with one an- 
other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
. mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Some lessons are learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the hamster cage and the 
hamster" escaped, had its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself with- 
out food. 
' 


"These things happen, but not more 


than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared for properly 
and have to be shown kindness and 
consideration."

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Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

. Choosing a college never has been 
easy, whether the prospective student 
is a 17-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old, executive who 
needs some advanced business 
courses. 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
nating courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" In college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of In- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER. EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, Individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, with 850 students, 


is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized information they compiled 
could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. , 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding Jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and-bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption hi preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's in- 
accessibility and unique traditions. • 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a Job like this, we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes,' 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
,frbm the island. 


"We had an early snow and for 


•awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes Jor the snow," Bos 
said. "Sometimes, it's like we were 
working as they did SO years ago." 


To stop the wing from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold it up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel, however, because It 
would have marred the beauty of its 
880-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING a computer study, 


Bos decided on trusses, .anchored In 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


in getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. Tho 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

Be some form of prayer- 
life of Carmelite fathers

Tho Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


House, 45 E. Dundee Rd., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an inter- 
nationally known order of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-acre lot, ono would 
never guess that the brick house in 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 


But slnco 1964 when the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago the property has been 
the headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmelite provinces, and it Is the 
place Carmelite fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


live there are from the Chicago area. 
Tho Rev. Franz Llcktclg, an expert on 
the history of tho Carmelites, said the 
order focuses on the "Integrated as- 
pect of UIo." 


"All wo do hi our life la some form 


of prayer," Father Licktelg said. 


Unllko somo Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, tho Carmelites 
are interested In Interaction with per* 


sons insplritual or social need, Fa- 
ther Licktelg said. 


But that does not mean much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther Licktelg said each morning at 
7:30 a Mass is said in the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road Is the administrative office 
for 30 Carmelite parishes in the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the religous order. 


"Wo arc all involved, basically in 


administration here," Father Licktelg 
said. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help.out at neighboring parish- 
es in Harrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work is done in the 


.cities," Father Licktelg sold of the 
Carmelites. 


Operating Catholic schools is one of 


the functions of the order. Mundeleln 
Carmel High School la one nearby 
school under their wing. 


Carmelites "are also involved In 


counseling, social work and supply a 
number of military chaplains. 


"WE'RE BASICALLY here to help 


the many archdiocese we are located 


in," Father Llckteig said. 


Father Llckteig is In charge of the 


order's American records, which date 
back to the Civil War. He said the 
order was originated in the 12th cen- 
tury In the Middle East. The Carme- 
lite name is derived from Mount Car- 
mel In Palestine. 


Besides his administrative duties, 


Father Licktelg Is using the quiet at- 
mosphere of the provincial house to 
finish a book on the Carmelite order's 
history. 


HE HASN'T USED the swimming 


pool next to the house yet, Father 
Llckteig said, and many of the site's 
features are a bit more than the four 
priests need. 


Some bedrooms have been con- 


verted to offices and the chapel is lo- 
cated In the basement in what Father 
Llckteig thinks was a game room. 


Turning the property into ad- 


mlnstratlve headquarters for the Car- 
melites posed a few problems for the 
priests, but none that make the set- 
ting uncomfortable. Father Lickteig 
even had a solution for hearing con- 
fessions at the house. 


"If somebody wants to go to con- 


fession," Father Llckteig said, "he 
just sits right down in the rec room."

Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch in her 
Springvillc home clutching a picture 
of Gllmorc to her chest, was In criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamaru Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
Lake City Dcserot News, that she In- 
tended "to go with" Gilmore when he 
was executed. She said GUtnore asked 
her "to go with him." 


Both Gilmore and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 
• Gilmorc's said: "Leave my proper- 
ty to my mother." 


Authorities sold Miss Barrett left 


two personal letters "similar to sui- 
cide notes" Inside scaled envelopes. 
They did not disclose their details. 


The double suicide attempt forced 


postponement of Gllmore's scheduled 
Wednesday appearance 
before the 


Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his sen- 
tence or let the execution go ahead. 


A BOAIID spokesman said the case 


probably will be considered on Dec. 8 
— two days before a Texas convict 
who also wants to be executed Is 
scheduled to die In the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story In the Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith said Gilmorc's 
girlfriend sakl she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively and 
that he gave her strength and helped 
her overcome her fears of dying. 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


month's rent and she had made ar- 
rangements for her children to stay 
with their grandparents, the paper 
said. ' 


In prison letters to her, Gilmore 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her to "come with Mm" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported. 


"I love my children very much, but 


F know I can't give them the kind of 
life I want them to have," she told the 
reporter, who notified police of the 
suicide threats.

IN LONDON, British officials noted <

quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. - 


Levesque soft-pedalled the separa- 


tism issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a ref- 
erendum within two years before act- 
Ing to separate.

Observers in the operating room

The students had never seen a doc- 


tor operate before, but the weren't the 
slightest bit squeamish as they 
watched the 10-year-old dog,propped 
for hip surgery at the Animal Care 
Hospital In Arlington Heights.- 


An anesthetic was Injected Into the 


dog's foreleg as a nurse held him 
steady on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog's 


trachea and as It took effect ho was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- 
ing surgery. As precautionary mea- 
sures, an Intravenous feeding and a 
heart monitor were connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY, THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
here and what happens In a human 
hospital," Dr. Philip Hlnko told the 
zoology students observing him. 
"There are advantages and dis- 
advantages In both." 


Aa he spoke, his nurse shaved the 


area around the dog's hip and ster- 
ilized it with iodine. Cloths were drap- 
ed over the rest of the dog's body and 
the students craned their necks to get 
a better view as the doctor made his 
first incision. 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Horsey High School zoology students 
watch Hlnko perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce- 
dures and equipment. They have pb- - 
served him do everything from spay- , 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 


With most of the juniors and seniors 


in the class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology teacher Donna 
Bahadur wants the students to see 
what it's like when a live organism Is' 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see the flow of 


blood so they know If their stomachs 
con take it," she sold. "It's a waste < 
for a student to spend four years in - 
pre-med and then discover he can't! 
stand the sight of blood." 


So for, none of her students have, 


been sickened by the surgery they 
have viewed and most have expressed 
a desire to see more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however, Is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
the evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal structure. 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to 
squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems.

. "THE KIDS know where the differ- 
ent ports are and what they do so 
they understand what Dr. Hlnko is 
doing when they watch him hi sur- 
gory," Mrs. Bahadur said. '

- 


Experience with live animals Is 


gained through.the core and observa- 


tion of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live in 
Hersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


learned how doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender with one an- 
other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Some lessons are learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to.the hamster cage and the 
hamster escaped, had Its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself'with- 
out food. 


"These things happen, but not more 


than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared for properly 
and have to be shown kindness and 
consideration." 
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Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
is a n-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old executive who 
needs some advanced 
business 


courses. . 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
na.ting courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't Intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of in- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 


• for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
Information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary Is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, with 850 students, 


is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized information they compiled 
could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should hoy 
well we do some things." 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents' do go on to graduate school,'.' 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
cameos. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champalgn 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will-be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, • Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this Island's in- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a job like this we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the Island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the island. 


"We had an early snow and for 


awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow," Bos 
'said. "Sometimes, it's like we were 
working as they did 50 years ago." 


To stop the wing from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the.building to 
hold It up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel, however, because It 
would have marred the beauty of its 
880-foot long front porch — longest In 
the world. 
1 FOLLOWING a computer study, 
Bos decided on trusses, anchored ui 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 
: 


Because of the difficulties Involved 


in getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

Be some form of prayer- 
life of Carmelite fathers

The Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


House, 45 E. Dundee Rd., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an inter- 
nationally known drHer of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-acre lot, one would 
never guess that the brick house in 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 


But since 1964 when the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago the property has been 
the headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmelite provinces, and it Is the 
place Carmelite fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


live there are from the Chicago area. 
The Rev. Franz Lickteig, an expert on 
the history of the Carmelites, said the 
order focuses on the "integrated as- 
pect of life." 


"All we do in our life is some form 


of prayer," Father Lickteig said. 


Unlike some Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, the' Carmelites 
are interested in interaction with per- 


sons Insplritual or social need, Fa- 
ther Lickteig said. 


But that does not mean much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther Lickteig said each morning at 
7:30 a Mass is said in the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road is the administrative office 
for 30 Carmelite parishes in the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the religous order. 


"We are all involved basically in 


administration here," Father Lickteig 
said. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help out at neighboring parish- 
es in Barrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work is done in the 


cities," Father Lickteig said of the 
Carmelites. 


Operating Catholic schools is one of 


the functions of the order. Mundelein 
Carmel High School is one nearby 
school under their wing. 


Carmelites are also involved in 


counseling, social work and supply a 
number of military chaplains. 


"WE'RE BASICALLY here to help 


the many archdiocese we are located 


in," Father Lickteig said. 


Father Lickteig is in charge of the 


order's American records, which date 
back to the Civil War. He said the 
order was originated in the 12th cen- 
tury in the Middle East. The Carme- 
lite name is derived from Mount Car- 
mel in Palestine. 


Besides his administrative duties, 


Father Lickteig is using the quiet at- 
mosphere of the provincial house to 
finish a book on the Carmelite order's 
history. 


HE HASN'T USED the swimming 


pool next to the house yet, Father 
Lickteig said, and many of the site's 
features are a bit more than the four 
priests need. 


Some bedrooms have been con- 


verted to offices and the chapel is lo- 
cated hi the basement in what Father 
Lickteig thinks was a game room. 


Turning the property 
into ad- 


minstrative headquarters for the Car- 
melites posed a few problems for the 
priests, but none that make the set- 
ting uncomfortable. Father Lickteig 
even had a solution for hearing con- 
fessions at the house. 


"If somebody wants to go to con- 


fession," Father Lickteig said, "he 
just sits right down in the rec room."

Utah convict, fiancee in suicide try

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Killer 


Gary Gllmore. thwarted In his de- 
mands to die before a firing squad, 
and hli fiancee, Nicole Barrett, took 
overdoses of sleeping pills Tuesday in 
an attempt to carry out a suicide 
pact. 


Gllmore, whose scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "10 to 20" Seconal ta- 
blets In his state prison cell. 


His condition deteriorated late Tues- 


day, when he was reported In "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical center with pneumonia 
In his right lung. A spokesman said 
ho was placed In an oxygen tent and 


given drugs intravenously to combat 
it. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


. who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch in her 
Springville home clutching a picture 
of Gllmore to her chest, was in criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother

A BOARD spokesman said the cose

who also wants to be executed is 
scheduled to die in the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story in the Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith said Gilmore's 
girlfriend' said she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively and 
that he gave her strength and helped 
her overcome her fears of dying. 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


•month's, rent and she had made ar- 
, rangements for her children to stay 
with their grandparents, the paper 
said. 


In prison letters to her, Gilmore 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her -to "come with him" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported. 


"I love my children very much, but 


I know I can't give them the kind of 
life I want them to have," she told the 
reporter, who notified police of the 
'suicide threats.

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Vote on separatism still on: Quebec's Levesque 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Rene Le- 


vesque — swept to power as premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec de- 
spite his plan for Quebec's secession 
from Canada — insisted Tuesday he 
would move ahead with plans for a 
referendum on separation. 
• In London, however, British govern- 
ment officials said a move by Quebec 
to secede from Canada might take 
years because It would need an act of 
the British Parliament and the pro- 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated. 


In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 


ister Pierre Trudeau warned that Le- 
vesque and his victorious Parti Quo- 
becois had received only "a mandate 
to govern the province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada."

STILL INCOMPLETE counting-of 


the vote hi Monday's 31st Quebec gen- 
' era!: election, gave the French-ori-' 


ented Parti Quebecois 70 seats in the 
110-seat provincial assembly. The PQ 
held only six seats after the last elec- 
tion in 1973.' 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three. 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with 11 
cabinet ministers defeated, including 
Bourafisa himself. Smaller parties 
held the remaining scats. 


Levesque, in his first policy state- 


ment since the vote, promised his par- 
ty would maintain good relations with 
the rest.of Canada,'but stressed It 
would be on "an equal to equal 
basis."

"Quebec has turned a page of its 


history, to begin a new chapter," he 
said. 


THE 54-YEAR-OLD former journal- 


ist said he hoped to find "a new type 
of partnership — better-than the one 
we had." 


"We hope to have fresh and good

"especially'with our Canadian fellow 
citizens." 
' But he said any changes under the 
PQ government would be carried out 
with "a sense of perspective." 


As for separation, Levesque reite- 


rated his party's commitment to that 
goal, adding: "But this country of 
Quebec will only come when an adult 
society, confident of, itself, will have 
approved it with clear and democratic 
majority in' a referendum, as we have 
promised." 


IN LONDON, British officials noted 


that Canada's constitution is ensh- 
rined in the British North America 
Act, passed by the British Parliament 
in 1867, which created the Dominion 
of Canada. They said it almost cer- 
tainly would take another act of par- 


liament to change it and would re- 
quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. 


Levesque soft-pedalled the separa- 


tism issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a ref- 
erendum within two years before act- 
ing to separate. A former war corre- 
spondent, he waged much of his cam- 
paign against what he termed Bou- 
rassa's mismanagement of the econo-

Tho students had never seen a doc- 


tor operate before, but the weren't the 
slightest bit squeamish as they 
watched tbo 10-year-old dog propped 
for hip surgery at the Animal Care 
Hospital In Arlington Heights. 


An anesthetic was Injected into the 


dog's foreleg as a nurse held him 
steady on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog's 


trachea and as It took effect he was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- 
ing surgery. As precautionary mea- 
sures, on Intravenous feeding and a 
heart monitor were connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY, THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
her* and what happens In a human ' 
hospital," Dr. Philip Hlnko told the 
zoology students observing him. 
"Then are advantages and -dis- 
advantages In both." 


As he spoke, his nurse shaved the 


area around the dog's hip and ster- 
ilized It with iodine. Cloths wore drap- 
ed over the rest of the dog's body and 
tho students craned their necks to get 
a belter view as tho doctor mode his 
first incision. 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Horsey High School zoology students 
watch Hinko perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce- 
dures and equipment. They have ob- 
served him do everything from spay- 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 


With most of the juniors and seniors 


in the class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology teacher Donna 
Bahadur wants tho students to see 
what It's like when a live organism Is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to see the flow of 


blood so they know if their stomachs 
can take It," she said. "It's a waste 
for, a student to spend four years in 
pr»-med and then discover he can't 
stand the sight of blood." 


So for, none of her students have 


been sickened by tho surgery they 
have viewed and most have expressed 
a desire to see more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however', is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
the evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal structure. 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to 
squids and sponges, and labeling the 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. - 


"THE KIDS know where tho differ- 


ent parts are and what they do so 
they understand what Dr. Hlnko is 
doing when they watch him la sur- 
gery," Mrs. Bahadur said. 
• Experience with live animals is 
gained through the care and observa- 


tion of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live in 
Kersey's zoology classroom. 


From these animals, students have 


learned how doves make different 


. sounds depending on their sex, how 
parakeets become tender with one an- 
other when tho lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Some lessons arc learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the hamster cage and the 
hamster escaped, had Its babies In 
the classroom sink and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself with- 
out food.

"These things happen, but not more 


than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have to be cared for properly 
and have to be shown kindness and 
consideration." 
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Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
is a 17-year-17-year-old high school se- 
nior who wants to'be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old executive who 
n e e d s some advanced business 
courses. 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
n a t i n g courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of In- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER. EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options arc available. 


Although Barat, with 830 students, 


is not comparable In size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, bousing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


n large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Locb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized information 
they compiled 


could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When it is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Locb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Dhhois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells \\hat kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators ako 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long cast 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's In- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a job like tlu's \ve 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the island. 


"We had an early snow and for 


awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow," Bos 
said. "Sometimes, it's like we were 
working as they did 50 years ago." 


To slop the wing from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold it up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel, however, because it 
would have marred the beauty of its ' 
880-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING ' a computer study, 


Bos decided on trusses, anchored in 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


in getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the ice during January 
and February," Bos said. 
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Be some form of prayer- 
life of Carmelite fathers

The Carmelite Fathers Provincial 


House, 45 E. Dundee Rd., Palatine, 
doesn't look much like the North 
American headquarters for an Inter- 
nationally known order of Catholic 
priests. 


Looking at the horse stable, former 


dog kennel and 20-acre lot, one would 
never guess that the brick house in 
the middle of the yard contains a tiny 
chapel. 


But since 1064 when the Carmelites 


bought and moved their headquarters 
from Chicago tho property has been 
the headquarters for the largest of the 
Carmelite provinces, and it is tho 
place Carmelite fathers turn to for di- 
rection and supervision. 


THREE OF THE four priests who 


llvo there are from the Chicago area. 
Tho Rev. Franz LIcktclg, an expert on 
tho history of the Carmelites, said the 
order focuses on the "Integrated as- 
pect of life." 


"All we do In our life is some form 


of prayer," Father Llcktelg sold. 


Unlike some Catholic orders that 


focus on constant recited prayer or 
prayerful seclusion, the Carmelites 
arc Interested In Interaction with per- 


sons inspirltual or social need, Fa- 
ther LIcktclg said. 


But that does not mean much of 


their time is not spent in prayer. Fa- 
ther Licktcig sold each morning at 
7:30 a Mass Is said In the chapel, and 
every priest devotes a portion of the 
day to private prayer. 


THE PROVINCIAL house on Dun- 


dee Road is the administrative office 
for 30 Carmelite parishes In the 
United States and for more than 400 
members of the rcligous order. 


"We arc all Involved basically in 


administration here," Father Llcktelg 
sold. "But we're not just bureau- 
crats." He said on Sundays the four 
priests help out at neighboring parish- 
es in Barrington and Hanover Park. 


"Most of our work is done in the 


cities," Father Llcktelg sold of the 
Carmelites. 


Operating Catholic schools is one of 


the functions of the order. Mundelein 
Carmcl High School ia one nearby 
school under their wing. 


Carmelites are also involved in 


counseling, social work and supply a 
number of military chaplains. 


"WE'RE BASICALLY here to help 


the many archdiocese wo ore located 


in," Father Licktelg said. 


Father Llcktelg Is In charge of the 


order's American records, which date 
back to the Civil War. He said the 
order was originated in the 12th cen- 
tury in tho Middle East. The Carme- 
lite name'is derived from Mount Car- 
mcl In Palestine. 


Besides his administrative duties, 


Fattier Licktcig Is using the quiet at- 
mosphere of the provincial house to 
finish a book on the Carmelite order's 
history. 


HE HASN'T USED the swimming 


pool next to the house yet, Father 
LIcktclg said, and many of the site's 
features arc a bit more than the four 
priests need. . • 


Some-bedrooms have been con- 


verted to offices and the chapel is lo- 
cated In the basement in what Father 
Llcktelg thinks was a game room. 


Turning the property into ad- 


mlnstratlve headquarters for the Car- 
melites posed a few problems for the 
priests, but none that make the set- 
ting uncomfortable. Father Llckteig 
even had a solution for hearing con- 
fessions at the house. 


"If somebody wonts to go to con- 


fession," Father-Llcktelg said, "he 
just sits right down in the rec room."

SALT LAKE CITY (UP1) - Killer 


Gary Gllmore, thwarted In his de- 
mands to die before a firing squad, 
and hlii fiancee. Nicole Bnrrctt, took 
overdoses of sleeping pills Tuesday In 
an attempt to carry out a suicide 
pact. 


Gllmore, whoso scheduled execution 


Monday was stayed by Utah's gover- 
nor, swallowed "10 to 20" Seconal ta- 
blets in his state prison cell. 


His condition deteriorated late Tues- 


day, when he was reported in "very 
serious" condition at the University of 
Utah medical center with pneumonia 
in his right lung. A spokesman said 
ho was placed In an oxygen tent and 


given drugs intravenously to combat 
it. 


Miss Barrett, a 20-year-old divorcee 


who gulped two vials of sleeping pills 
and then lay down on a couch In tier 
Springvillc home clutching a picture 
of GUmore to her chest, was In criti- 
cal and comatose condition. 


THE PETITE divorcee and mother 


of two young children last week told 
Tamara Smith, a reporter for the Salt 
Luke City Deserct News, that she In- 
tended "to go with" Gllmore when he 
was executed. She said Gllmore asked 
her "to go with him." 


Both Gllmore and Miss Barrett left 


notes. 


Gllmorc's sold: "Leave my proper- 


ty to my mother." 


Authorities said Miss Barrett left 


two personal letters "similar to sui- 
cide notes" Insldo sealed envelopes.' 
They did not disclose their details. 


The double suicide attempt forced 


postponement of Gllmore's scheduled 
Wednesday appearance before the 
Utah Board of Pardons, which must 
decide whether to commute his sen- 
tence or let the execution go ahead. 


A BOARD spokesman said the case 


probably will be considered on Dec. 8 
— two days before a Texas convict 
who also wants to be executed Is 
scheduled to die in the electric chair. 


In a copyrighted story in the Dese- 


ret News, Miss Smith said Gllmore's 
girlfriend said she and the killer 


talked about suicide extensively and 
that ho gave her strength and helped 
her overcome her fears of dying. 


Miss Barrett had not paid her next 


month's rent and she had made ar- 
rangements for her.children to stay 
with their grandparents, the paper 
said. 


In prison. letters to her, GUmore 


said he did not feel right about asking 
her to "come with him" because of 
the youngsters, aged 2 and 4, the 
Deseret News reported.

"I love my children very much, but

reporter, who notified police of the 
suicide threats.

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Vote on separatism still on: Quebec's Levesque

MONTREAL (UPI) - Rene Le- 


vesque — swept to power as premier- 
elect of the province of Quebec 'de- 
spite his plan for Quebec's secession 
from Canada — insisted Tuesday he 
would move ahead with plans for a 
referendum* on separation. 


In London, however, British govern- 


ment officials said a move by Quebec 
to secede from Canada might take 
years because it would need an act of 
the British Parliament and the pro- 
cess would be so long and com- 
plicated. 
, In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 
ister Pierre Trudeau warned that Lc- 
vesque and Ills victorious Parti Que- 
becois had received only "a mandate 
to govern the province and not to sep- 
arate from the rest of Canada." 


STILL INCOMPLETE counting of 


the vote in Monday's 31st Quebec gen- 
eral election, gave the French-ori- 


ented Parti Quebecois 70 seats in the 
110-seat provincial assembly. The PQ 
held only six seats after the last elec- 
tion' in 1973. 


Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa's 


party, which took 102 seats three 
years ago, was chopped to 27 with II 
cabinet ministers defeated, including 
Bourufisa himself. Smaller parties 
held the remaining seats. 
. Lovesquc, In his first policy state- 
ment since the vote, promised his par- 
ty would maintain good relations with 
the rest of Canada, but stressed it 
would be on "an equal to equal 
basis."

"Quebec has turned a page of its 


history, to begin a new chapter," he 
said, 


THE 54-YEAR-OLD former journal- 


ist said he hoped to find "a new type 
of partnership — better than the one • 
we had."

"We hope to have fresh and good

"especially with our Canadian fellow 
citizens."

IN LONDON, British officials noted 


that Canada's constitution is ensh- 
rined in the British North America 
Act, passed by the British Parliament 
in 1867, which created the Dominion 
of Canada. They said it almost cer- 
tainly would take another act of par-' 


liament to change it and would re- 
quire approval not only of the Cana- 
dian government but all other prov- 
inces. 


Levesque soft-pedalled the separa- 


tism Issue throughout the campaign 
on the pledge that he would call a ref- 
erendum within two years before act- 
ing to separate. A former war corre- 
spondent, he waged much of his cam- 
paign against what he termed Bou- 
rassa's mismanagement of the econo- 
my, plagued by strikes and more than 
10 per cent unemployment. 


But Ills voctory also was aided by 


the Liberals' loss of their traditional 
support among Englisn-speaking and 
ethnic voters who vowed revenge on 
Bourassa for policies promoting 
French In work and .education.

An anesthetic was Injected Into the 


dog's foreleg aa a nurse held him" 
steady on a metal operating table. 


Gas was then piped down the dog's 


trachea and as It took effect he was 
stretched out on a heating pad so his 
body temperature wouldn't drop dur- 
ing surgery. As precautionary mea- 
sures, an Intravenous feeding and a ' 
heart monitor were connected to the 
dog. 


"BASICALLY, THERE'S not a lot 


of difference between what happens 
hero and what happens in a human 
hospital," Dr. PhlUp lllnko told the 
zoology students observing him. 


, "Then - are advantages and dis- 


advantages in both." 


As he spoke, his nurse shaved the 


area around the dog's hip and ster- 
ilized it with iodine. Cloths were drap- 
ed over the rest of the dog's body and 
the students craned their necks to get 
a better view as the doctor made his 
first Incision. • 


Every other Friday morning, three 


Herscy High School zoology students 
watch Hlnko perform surgery and 
learn firsthand about operating proce- 
dures and equipment. They have .ob- 
served him do everything from spay- 
ing and liver biopsies to bone and hip 
surgery. 


With most of the juniors and seniors 


In the class aiming toward health-re- 
lated careers, zoology teacher Donna 
Bahadur wants the students to see 
what It's like when a live organism is 
operated on. 


"THEY HAVE to-see the flow of 


blood so they know If their stomachs 
can take it," she said. "It's a waste 
for a student to spend four years In , 
pro-med and then discover he can't' 
stand the sight of blood."'- < 


So far, none of her students have 


been sickened by the surgery they 
have viewed and most have expressed 
.a desire to see more operations pro- 
formed, Mrs. Bahadur said. 


The visit to the animal hospital, 


however,' Is only part of the semester- 
long zoology course which deals with 
the evolutionary development of ani- 
mal species, embryology, animal be- 
havior and animal structure. 


Students spend several weeks dis- 


secting a variety of dead organisms, 
ranging from fetal pigs and sharks to 
squids and sponges, and labeling the' 
parts of the organisms' brains, hearts 
and reproductive and excretory sys- 
tems. 


'.'THE KIDS know where the differ- 


ent parts are and what they do so 
they understand what Dr. Hinko is 
doing when they watch him in sur- 
gery," Mrs. Bahadur said. 


Experience with live animals Is 


gamed through the care and observe- 


tion of the doves, hamsters, guinea 
pigs, fish and parakeets which live in 
Kersey's zoology classroom. 


• From these animals, students have 
learned how doves make different 
sounds depending on their sex, how 


> parakeets become tender with one an- 


other when the lights are turned off 
and how guinea pigs, much like hu- 
mans, go through a period of depres- 
sion following the death of a friend, 
Mrs. Bahadur said. 


v 


Some lessons are learned the hard 


way. One student forgot to tape down 
the lid to the hamster cage and the 
hamster escaped, had its babies In 
the classroom sink .and subsequently 
ate them when she found herself with- 
out food. 


N "These things happen, but not more 
than once," Mrs. Bahadur said. "The 
students are made aware that ani- 
mals have1 to be cared for properly 
and have to be shown kindness and 
consideration." 


Colleges strive 
to tell it all in 
new brochures

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
is a 17-year-17-year-old nigh school se- 
nior who wants to be a French teach- 
er or a 40-year-old executive who 
needs some advanced business 
courses. 


Making a choice is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's lists of brilliant professors, fasci- 
n a t i n g courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" in college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchese, director of in- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason, Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Better Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, EACH college 


will make a booklet, called a pros- 
pectus because it tells both positive 
and negative aspects of the school, for 
distribution to students considering 
enrollment next fall. 


The 11 schools, aided by four re- 


search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
information stated in similar ways, 
Marchese said. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, includes a profile of 
the type of student likely to attend the 
small women's college, individual stu- 
dent opinion of the school, who can 
receive financial aid, how good the li- 
brary is and what social and academ- 
ic options are available. 


Although Barat, .with 850 students, 


is not comparable in size to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 34,000 students 
at Urbana, Marchese said the pros- 
pectuses produced by the two schools 
can be comparable in such areas as 
financial aid, housing and entrance 
requirements. 


"It's a real problem to sum up such 


a large and complex campus as Ur- 
bana. If we put in everything (that 
Barat did), we'd have a book eight 
inches thick," said Jane Loeb, direc- 
tor of admissions and records for the 
Urbana campus. "Yet if we over- 
condense, (the information) is nearly 
useless." 


THE UNIVERSITY OF Illinois de- 


cided to produce the prospectus, Ms. 
Loeb said, because administrators re- 
alized information they compiled 
could be useful to potential students if 
presented in an understandable way. 


"The idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 


made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When it is 'completed, the' pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular interest area can receive 
the part of the prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot oC 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Loeb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the 
unemployment figures, becausse we 
consider grad school a form of em- 
ployment." 


THE PROSPECTUS ALSO will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In its section on what attending the 


university is like, the prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing the school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find it yourself. 
The student has to be willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 
student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to the prospectus, Urbana-Champaign 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too high on gourmet 
treats. 


MS. LOEB SAID THE university 


must expect to lose some students 
who will be disappointed with a more 
realistic view of the campus, but em- 
phasized there is an equal motivation 
for the university and its students in 
weeding out those who shouldn't at- 
tend. 


"I imagine it's no great Joy trying 


to teach a student who doesn't like the 
campus and has no Interest in the 
course," she said. 


Barat College administrators also 


recognize the risks involved in ex- 
posing potential students to the 
school's weaknesses, Marchese said. 
They feel confident though that those 
who do choose Barat will do so with a 
commitment to the school, she said. 


"Our assumption in preparing the 


prospectuses has been that the poten- 
tial student is a mature adult who 
wants relevant facts and opinions 
about a college before making the im- 
portant decision to enroll," he said. 


Architect strains to keep 
Grand Hotel from tilting 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich. (UPI) 


— Architect Ricard Bos has problems 
"you wouldn't believe," trying to keep 
the Grand Hotel from tilting. 


Bos discovered the 172-foot long east 


wing of the tourist attraction was 
leaning three years ago while he was 
making repairs to the old building. 


Now he has crews racing to halt the 


tilt before the spring tourist season. 
But the project has hit one delay after 
another because of this island's In- 
accessibility and unique traditions. 


"WE'RE HAVING problems that 


you wouldn't believe," Bos said. 
"That Is because heavy powered 
equipment is prohibited on the island 
and everything has to come here by 
boat or airplane. 


"Normally, on a Job like this we 


would have steel cranes and get 
ready-mix concrete in trucks," he 
said. "Here we use a block and tackle 
to lift sections in to place and use a 
small electric-driven cement mixer." 


The gravel for the concrete comes 


to the island on barges and then has 
to be moved to the hotel by carts 
pulled by horses. Like steel cranes, 
automobiles and trucks are banned 
from the Island. 
, ' 


"We had an early snow and for 


awhile the men were pushing the 
carts because the horses didn't have 
the right shoes for the snow," Bos 
said. "Sometimes, it's like we were 
working as they did SO years ago." 


To stop the wing from leaning, Bos 


ordinarily would have erected braces 
against the front of the building to 
hold it up. This could not be done at 
the Grand Hotel, however, because it 
would have marred the beauty of its 
880-foot long front porch — longest in 
the world. 


FOLLOWING a computer study, 


Bos decided on trusses, anchored in 


concrete six feet deep, at the rear of 
the building. 


Because of the difficulties involved 


In getting steel to the island, Bos' men 
are making wooden girders — rein- 
forced by steel — for the trusses. The 
architect is trying to get much of the 
work finished before Dec. 23 when the 
ferry boats stop running. 


"We're planning on using sleds 


towed by snowmobiles to bring equip- 
ment across the ice during January 
and February," Bos said.

Bureau to concerned about "winteriz- 
ing" homes so that (Ire hazards will 
bo reduced during the winter months 
when house (Ires ore likely. 


The two main (ire hazards to guard 


agnimt are defective furnaces and 
combustible materials too close to a 
heating unit, Flro Inspector Lonnle 
Jackson said. 


" F u r n a c e motors need annual 


maintenance, such as oiling and fan 
belts," Jackson said. "If a wall or 
celling near a furnace gets hot, addi- 
tional Insulation or clearances may be 
needed." 


Other points the bureau stresses 


are: 


• Gasoline power tools should be 


drained of fuel; 


• Gasoline storage cans shold bo 


heavy metal with self-closing lids; 


• Outside water pipes should be 


turned off. No frozen pipes should bo 
thawed with an open flame, because 
the (lame can be conducted down the 
pipe and cause a fire; 


• Snow should be removed from 


fire hydrants in your neighborhood to 
aid flro fighters In locating them in an 
emergency; 


• House numbers should bo kept 


clean from snow and dirt to keep 
them visible to (ire and police offi- 
cials in an emergency.

Charles Payne dies at 65 


Charles W. Payne, one of the organizers of the Mount Prospect 


Park District and board president during its first 12 years, died 
last week. He and his wife Vera were on a round-the-world vaca- 
tion when Payne suffered a heart attack on a plane traveling from 
Bangladesh to Iran. He was 65. ' 


News of the incident was received locally by Nancy Dallia, close 


personal friend of Payne's late daughter Marjorie Payne Kopp. 
The late Mrs. Kopp's husband, George, of Springfield, Ohio, in- 
formed Miss Dallia of the tragedy. 


Funeral arrangements have not been made because of several 


complications. When the plane landed In Iran, Vera learned em- 
balming or cremating are not allowed and the dead must be bur- 
ied within 12' hours after death. The American State Dept. inter- 
vened and the body was returned to the United States. It is now in 
Washington, D.C. 


VERA, HOWEVER, became ill and is in a hospital in Iran with' 


double pneumonia, said Kopp, who spoke to the widow Monday. 
She expects to bo in about a week. The Paynes have friends in 
Iran so Vera is not alone. 


Charles Payne was a retired Navy commander. He served in 


World War II and was active in the naval reserve since that time. 
Burial will be hi a national cemetery. 


Payne served on the Mount Prospect Park Board from 1955 to 


1967. His daughter, Marjorie, together with Miss Dallia and others, 
organized the original swimming lessons and swim shows for the 
local park district. It was because of Marjorie's dedicated work as 
a volunteer and Charlie's efforts that a pool was named after the 
young'lady when she died in 1961. • '

support the larger area of Dlst. 214.

Richard Martwick will make a recom- 
mendation on the unit district to Till-' 
nois Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin, who'.
